THE  CAMBRIDGE  CASE. 

An  undei^raduate  of  Cambridge  asks  some  dressmakers 
to  a  dance.  The  party  set  off  in  an  omnibus,  are  stopped 
by  the  Proctors,  the  women  are  taken  into  custody,  brought 
before  the  Vice-Chancellor,  questioned  by  him,  and  sum¬ 
marily  committed  to  the  gaol  called  the  Spinning-house. 
One  of  the  prisoners,  Emma  Eempe,  was  sentenced  to  a 
fortnight’s  imprisonment,  but  it  having  appeared  that  her 
character  was  respectable,  she  was  discharged  at  the  end 
rf  four  days.  Meanwhile  she  had  undergone  the  disgrace 
of  confinement  in  a  place  of  punishment  for  bad  women, 
had  been  clothed  in  a  prison  dress,  subjected  to  prison  dis¬ 
cipline,  and  to  surgical  questions  offensive  and  insulting  to 
a  modest  woman.  For  this  she  has  brought  an  action  of 
false  imprisonment  against  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  L.  Neville, 
Vice-Chancellor  of  lie  TTniversity.  The  defence  is  the 
anthority  vested  in  the  Vice-Chancellor  by  the  charter  of 
the  TTniversity,  the  date  of  which  is  long  anterior  to  the 
period  when  the  liberty  of  the  subject  became  settled  on  fixed 
principles  and  respected.  By  this  old  law  the  Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor  is  empowei^  to  search  out  and  punish  women  sus- 
^ted  of  evil,  and  for  the  defendant  it  was  contended  that 
Emma  Kempe  came  within  this  class,  because  she  was  going 
to  a  dance  with  young  men  above  her  station,  and  because 
such  meetings  sometimes  end  in  immorality.  Nothing  ap¬ 
peared  against  the  young  woman’s  character,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  it  was  proved  to  be  good.  She  was  engaged  to  be 
married,  and  her  affianced  was  to  have  been  of  the  dancing 
party.  She  was  certainly  not  of  the  class  suspected  of  evil 
m  the  sense  of  the  charter,  which  we  take  to  mean  women 
whose  loose  habits  are  surmised,  though  not  susceptible  of 
distfhet  proof,  or  who  have  no  visible  mode  of  earning  an 
honest  livelihood.  But  to  our  equal  regret  and  astonish¬ 
ment  we  find  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Fleas  giving 
the  widest  interpretation  to  this  description,  stispectas  de 
malot  already  so  large  and  lax. 

Chief  Justice  Erie  confounds  purpose  and  tendency,  two 
things  which  in  the  view  of  justice  should  be  carefully 
distinguished.  From  the  fallibility  of  our  nature  our  ac¬ 
tions  may  have  a  tendency  not  only  foreign  to  our  purpose, 
but  the  very  opposite  to  our  purpose.  Indiscriminate  ^ms- 
giving  has  a  mischievous  tendency,  but  who  doubts  the 
benevolence  of  the  intention  ?  In  this  very  instance  the 
purpose  of  the  defendant,  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  L.  Neville, 
was  to  protect  the  morality  of  the  University,  but  the  ten¬ 
dency  of  his  proceeding  was  to  ruin  the  character  of  an 
innocent  woman. 

The  Chief  Justice  instructed  the  jury  as  follows : 

The  plea  that  there  were  reasonable  grounds  for  suspecting  the 
plaintiff  of  evil  might  fairly  be  made  out,  though  there  had  been  no 
criminal  association  between  any  of  the  parties,  if  thtse  cireunutancet 
wr$  iueh  a  prelude  dt  tvould  be  likely  to  lead  to  such  a  remit.  If  the 
Jury  oonsid^d  that  the  party  woe  likely  to  lead  to  mch  a  remit,  then 
was  not  the  plaintiff  going  to  it  for  idle,  disorderly,  and  immoral  pur¬ 
poses  i 

No,  we  deny  the  conclusion.  The  purpose  is  not  to  be 
inferred  from  mere  likelihood.  The  calculation  of  a  probable 
result  wiU  depend  on  the  experience  of  the  party.  A  boy 
or  girl  will  foresee  no  danger  in  a  merry  meeting  of  the 
outh  of  both  sexes,  while  the  Rev.  L.  Neville  or  Chief 
ustice  Erie  will  anticipate  nothing  but  evil.  Immorality 
may  come  of  such  meetings,  but  not  as  a  sure  and  necessary 
consequence.  A  water  party  often  ends  in  a  disaster,  but 
would  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas  argue  that 
people  who  go  on  water  parties  likely  to  lead  to  the  result 
of  a  capsize  do  so  for  the  express  purpose  of  felo  de  se  f 
But,  proceeds  Chief  Justice  Erie,  If  this  ”  (the  immoral 
purpose)  “was  not  the  object  for  which  the  party  was 
“  given,  for  what  other  object  could  it  be  ?  ”  First,  it  must 
be  observed  that  there  are  two  sides  to  this  question,  and 
the  object  of  the  young  men  who  gave  the  party  may  have 
been  quite  different  firom  the  object  with  which  the  women 
accepted  the  invitation.  It  is  quite  conceivable  that  both 
^y  have  purposed  nothing  worse  than  an  evening’s  amuse¬ 
ment.  It  is  also  possible  that  the  men  may  have  had 
culpable  designs,  but  if  evil  was  intended  it  was  on  their 
parts,  for  the  invitation  was  from  them,  and  not  from  the 
milliners  agahist  whose  assaults  the  morality  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  is  to  be  protected  according  to  Sir  F.  Kelly.  The 
Chief  Justice  continues; 

^  it  likely  the  young  man,  Mr  Graham,  intended  to  keep  up  a 
visiting  acquaintance  with  the  plaintiff,  or  was  he  likely  to  make 
hmourabte  proposals  to  her  ?  This  was  a  test  which  would  show  the 
kind  of  party  that  was  about  to  take  place,  and  that  brought  out  the 
real  question  which  the  jury  had  to  decide. 

The  test  may  show  the  kind  of  party  as  unsuitably  com¬ 
posed,  but  not  a  jot  does  it  elucidate  the  question  the  jury 


had  to  decide.  If  a  test  at  all,  the  test  is  one  of  the  inten¬ 
tions  of  the  men,  not  of  the  women,  whom  the  Chief  Jus¬ 
tice  would  hold  condemned  by  it.  But  the  test,  so  far  as 
the  (question  before  the  Court  was  concerned,  was  good  for 
nothing  as  regards  either  the  males  or  femmes.  At  some 
of  the  first  houses  in  the  land  there  is  an  annual  servants’ 
ball,  at  which  the  gentlemen  dance  with  the  maid  servants, 
but  because  they  do  not  afterwards  keep  up  acquaintance 
with  them  or  propose  marriage,  is  it  an  inevitable  conclu¬ 
sion  that  debauchery  is  the  end  proposed  ?  Evil  might  have 
come  of  Mr  Graham’s  dance,  but  it  does  not  follow  as  a 
necessary  consequence  that  young  men  cannot  have  a  frolic 
with  women  below  their  station  without  immorality.  A 
bad  result  may,  indeed,  be  too  probable,  but  that  contin¬ 
gency  does  not  prove  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  women, 
who  after  all  are  the  chief  sufferers.  The  proctors  were 
quite  right  in  stopping  the  party  on  their  way  to  the  dance, 
but,  as  Mr  Edwin  James  observed,  the  punishment  of  the 
women  was  an  inversion  of  justice,  for  whatever  was  the 
object  or  the  probable  result,  they  were  not  the  movers, 
but  led  into  the  affair. 

And  mark  well  what  the  consequences  might  have  been. 
Much  stir  has  lately  been  made  about  the  social  evil,  feel¬ 
ingly  has  it  been  deplored,  and  great  has  been  the  anxiety 
to  diminish  the  sources.  The  dressmakers  are  the  class 
whose  circumstances  place  them  in  most  danger  of  falling 
into  the  class  of  unfortunates.  With  all  industry  they  can 
hardly  keep  life  and  soul  together  on  their  earnings,  and  if 
they  lose  employment  the  alternative  is  starvation  or  the 
streets.  Emma  Kempe  was  one  of  these  workwomen,  for 
whom  so  much  commiseration  has  been  felt.  If  the  Vice- 
Chancellor’s  severe  sentence  had  run  its  course,  she  would 
have  left  the  prison  with  a  blasted  character.  The  fact 
that  she  had  been  in  the  place  of  punishment  for  loose 
women  would  have  stigmati^  her  for  life.  Decent  people 
would  have  refused  her  employment,  she  would  have  b^n 
thus  thrown  out  of  bread,  and  in  all  probability  into  vice, 
by  the  very  steps  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  Mr  Neville  had  taken 
to  protect  morality.  To  injure  the  character  of  a  young  work¬ 
woman  is  to  go  far  towards  her  debauchery,  it  deprives  her 
of  the  main  prop  of  her  honest  livelihood,  and  with  it  of 
the  security  for  her  virtue.  And  mark  how  lightly  this 
cruel  virrong  would  have  been  done  by  the  Hon.  and  Rev. 
L.  Neville.  The  young  woman  is  brought  before  him  upon 
suspicion  of  evil.  She  pleads  her  character,  and  observes 
to  the  proctors  that  she  is  not  known  to  them  as  of  bad 
repute.  Mr  Neville  does,  not  think  it  worth  while  to  sus¬ 
pend  his  judgment  and  make  inquiry.  He  punishes  first 
and  hears  afterwards.  He  charitably  presumes  the  worst 
against  the  poor  creature,  and  passes  a  sentence  the  effect 
of  which  would  probably  have  been  to  make  the  woman 
what  he  had  unjustly  presumed  her  to  be.  But  what  of 
that  ?  She  was  only  a  dressmaker !  And  we  wonder  and 
lament  that  the  streets  are  thronged  with  outcasts  of  the 
class  whose  characters  may  be  thus  sported  with. 

And  be  it  observed,  to  the  last  Mr  Neville  has  endea¬ 
voured  to  prejudice  the  character  of  this  woman,  for  after 
he  had  himself  confessed  error  by  the  arrest  of  his  sen¬ 
tence,  and  liberating  her,  and  after  it  had  been  proved  that 
nothing  was  known  against  her  reputation,  and  consequently 
that  she  had  a  right  at  least  to  a  favourable  presumption, 
he  deliberately  repeated  in  the  witness’s  box  his  conviction 
that  immorality  was  intended  by  her.  And  all  this  is, 
according  to  Sir  F.  Kelly,  to  protect  the  morality  of  the 
2,000  young  men  “  who  are  hereafter  to  be  our  admirals, 

“  our  generals,  our  statesmen,  our  judges,  the  very  stay  of 
“  the  land.”  Dat  veniam  corvis.  Protect  the  weaker 
vessel.  Send  to  the  Spinning- house  the  tempters,  not  the 
tempted.  Imprison  the  young  men,  admirals,  generals, 
statesmen,  and  judges  in  posse,  who  invite  sempstresses  to 
dances  that  may  lead  to  immoral  results. 

The  jury  found  that  the  proctors  had  good  ground  for 
their  suspicion ;  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  did  not  make  due 
inquiry;  that  the  punishment  was  undeserved;  they 
thought  that  the  prison  was  a  fit  and  convenient  plwe  of 
confinement,  and  they  found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff, 
damages  40s. 

Excepting  the  amount  of  damages,  which,  if  any,  should 
clearly  be  substantial,  this  is  a  discriminating  and  just 
verdict.  It  approves  of  the  conduct  of  the  proctors  in 
stopping  the  party,  and  disapproves  of  the  hasty  incon¬ 
siderate  sentence  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  pMsed  without 
knowledge  of  what  he  was  about,  or  caring  to  inform 
himself  before  he  deprived  the  woman  of  her  liberty  and 
stigmatised  her  character. 

The  Chief  Justice  took  objection  to  the  verdict  in  point 
of  law,  but  the  verdict  was  eventually  entered  for  the 
plaintiff  for  251.,  subject  to  the  decision  on  the  law. 

The  question  is  now  raised  whether  the  authority  under 
the  charter  is  not  of  a  dangerous  latitude,  especially  as 
exercised  by  Mr  Neville  and  construed  by  Chief  J ustice  Erie. 
Powers  there  must  be  Tor  the  protection  of  morality  in  the 
Universities,  but  powers  more  defined,  and  applicable  to 
persons  of  notorious  bad  repute  or  of  xmequivocal  vicious 
designs. 

On  the  part  of  the  University  it  will,  however,  be  con- 
teaded  that  the  despotic  authority  of  its  Rhadamanthus  is 


essential  to  the  morals  of  the  place.  We  should  like  to  see 
the  care  for  the  habits  and  morals  of  youth  manifested  equally 
in  all  directions.  The  Universitv  undertakes,  indeed,  to  fill 
the  place  of  a  parent  to  the  youth  committed  to  its  charge  ; 
and  are  there  not  improprieties,  irregularities,  and  impru¬ 
dences  besides  intimacies  with  milliners,  which  anxious 
fathers  and  mothers  would  gladly  see  prevented  ?  In  every 
particular  but  one  it  is  too  easy  for  a  young  wirti  to  be 
as  dissolute  as  he  pleases.  He  may  be  the  son  of  some  poor 
clergyman,  and  may  live  as  the  possessor  of  or  heir  to  a  largo 
fortune,  running  in  debt  for  horses,  wine,  clothes,  jewellery, 
and  every  possible  luxury  and  extravagance.  No  proctor 
stops  him  going  into  a  shop  to  buy  some  article  for  which  he 
knows  he  cannot  pay.  The  “  bull-dogs  ’’  are  not  set  to  nose 
out  immoralities  of  this  kind.  Nor  is  the  tradesman  who 
gives  credit  on  the  calculation  that  they  who  pay  must  pay 
tor  those  who  do  not  pay,  carried  before  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  committed  to  prison  for  being  party  to  a  transaction  tend¬ 
ing  to  the  lamentable  result  of  a  youth’s  demoralisation  and 
ruin.  Debt  is  quite  as  dangerous  to  the  youth  of  the  Uni¬ 
versities  as  dressmakers,  but  for  the  one  snare  the  autho¬ 
rities  have  even  now  (notwithstanding  some  improvement 
that  has  taken  place)  too  much  toleration  and  indul¬ 
gence,  while  their  zeal  and  activity  are  employed  in  guarding 
against  the  other.  Perhaps,  if  credit  had  been  known  at  the 
date  of  the  charter,  there  would  have  been  a  clause  em¬ 
powering  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  search  out  and  punish  all 
chapmen,  dealers,  and  other  traffickers  suspected  of  taking 
advantage  of  the  imprudence  of  youth,  and  of  tempting  and 
encouraging  them  to  run  in  debt,  and  to  make  engagements 
they  cannot  fulfil,  to  the  great  detriment  of  their  truth, 
honesty,  and  prospects  in  after  life.  In  consistency  with 
University  practice,  under  such  a  law  all  the  punishment 
would  fall  on  the  creditors,  and  the  indebted  undergraduates 
would  go  soot  free. 


THE  SEA-SICK  IRONSIDES. 

After  all  it  appears  that  La  Gloire  is  the  summer  blanket 
of  the  auctioneer.  She  is  not  a  sea-going  ship.  She  must 
have  smooth  water  and  a  short  run.  She  cannot  go  alone. 
She  requires  a  nurse  to  take  care  of  her.  There  is  a  party 
here  who  have  espoused  the  cause  of  this  vessel,  and  who 
resent  any  question  of  her  qualities  as  if  she  were  the  most 
cherished  child  of  England,  and  very  indignant  they  will 
be  at  our  representation  of  her  incapacities,  but  they  are 
completely  borne  out  by  the  admissions  in  the  semi-official 
journal,  the  Moniteur  de  la  Flotte.  Our  neighbours  are  not 
addicted  to  what  is  vulgarly  but  aptly  called  “crying 
“  stinking  fish.’’  They  do  not  proclaim  miscarriages  from 
the  house-tops.  It  has  been  ruled  absolute  that  La  Oloire 
is  a  success,  but  facts  are  admitted  which  reduce  the  suc¬ 
cess  to  very  small  bounds.  And  a  success  she  is  if  she  is 
considered  as  a  block  ship,  or  to  serve  as  a  fioating  battery 
in  sheltered  waters ;  a  failure  if  she  is  to  be  tii^  by  her 
capabilities  for  cruizing. 

The  Moniteur  de  la  Flotte  reports  the  last  trial  of  La 
Oloire  as  highly  satisfactory,  adding,  however,  that  the 
only  defect  is  that  she  cuts  the  waves  with  too  great  speed, 
the  water  entering  by  the  port-holes  forward.  In  other 
words,  she  wants  liveliness,  and  buries  herself  forward. 
With  the  load  of  iron  laid  upon  her  wood,  poor  thing,  this 
is  not  her  fault,  but  her  misfortune,  her  constitutional  in¬ 
firmity.  The  vmter  in  the  Flotte  proceeds  to  say  that  the 
inconvenience  of  taking  in  water  at  the  fore  port-holes  is  to 
be  avoided  in  the  frigates  to  be  built  next  year,  the  guns 
of  which  “  are  to  be  more  out  of  water.’’  Here  the  truth 
escapes  that  the  guns  of  La  Oloire  are  d  Jieur  d*eau,  and 
that  she  cannot  open  her  ports  in  a  seaway  ruffied  by  a 
moderate  breeze.  The  writer  in  the  Flotte  continues : 

A  new  system  of  iron  floating  batteries  is  bein^  examined.  They 
are  to  be  much  smaller  than  those  used  in  the  Crimean  War.  They 
are  not  intended  for  going  to  sea,  but  solely  for  the  protection  of  the 
entrance  into  ports  and  rivers.  It  is  ehiejly  for  this  serviee  that  steel- 
plated  frigates  are  eonetrueted,  ae  it  is  not  considered  safe  to  send  them 
to  sea  alone.  The  general  system  of  the  defence  of  the  coasts  is  to  be 
completed  by  cutting  down  the  old  sailing  ships  and  plating  them. 
The  construction  of  ships  of  great  speed  has  naturally  directed  the 
attention  of  the  Gkivemment  to  the  necessity  of  adopting  greater 
precaution  for  the  defence  of  the  coasts  of  Bnttany  and  Normandy. 
These  coasts  are  now  much  exposed  to  the  di^er  of  a  coup  de  mein, 
which,  though  not  probable,  is  at  least  possible.  The  coast  of  the 
Mediterranean  appears  to  be  better  defended  by  nature,  but  we  shall 
shortly  hare  at  our  gates  on  that  side  a  maritime  Power  which  may 
become  troublesome.  We  are  at  present  on  the  best  terms  with  Italy, 
but  that  may  not  always  be  the  case. 

So  here  it  is  confessed  by  semi-official  authority  that 
steel-plated  frigates  are  constructed  for  tho  protection  of 
ports  and  rivers,  as  “  it  is  not  considered  safe  to  send  them 
“  to  sea  alone  ’’ !  And  tho  conclusion  is  a  wise  one  as  re¬ 
gards  vessels  built  of  wood  and  cased  with  iron,  but  it  re¬ 
mains  to  be  seen  whether  a  better  construction  of  iron  o^y 
will  not  combine  the  defences  against  shot  and  shell  with, 
speed  and  seaworthy  qualities.  From  the  first  we  hazarded 
the  opinion  that  wood  and  iron  would  never  work  tog;ether, 
especially  with  the  screw  propeller.  The  two  materials 
damage  and  tear  each  other  to  pieces.

same  affliction.  We  do  not  know  what  the  precedents  are 
among  ourselves  for  the  success  of  blind  Members  of  Par¬ 
liament,  but  it  is  not  with  the  physical  organ  men  see 
either  political  or  moral  truths.

That  Mr  Layard,  however,  can  see  his  own  importance 
better  than  anybody  else  is  clear  from  all  his  speeches,  but 
especially  from  the  following  passage  in  one  of  the  most 
recent ; 

He  had  no  wiab  to  say  vain  things  of  himself,  but  be  was  a  reader 
of  Italian  newspapers^  and  he  bad  scarcely  seen  one  that  did  not  observe 
that  be  was  standing  for  Southwark,  and  hope  he  would  get  in.  The 
French  papers  said  the  same  thing.  He  had  a  letter  that  morning  from 
a  gentleman  of  the  highest  rank  in  Paris,  stating  that  in  that  capital 
they  were  watching  that  election  with  the  greatest  interest,  and 
trusted  be  would  succeed.  In  Turkey,  too,  there  were  many  eyes  on 
himself  and  on  them.  He  would  go  fuitber,  and  venture  to  say  that 
in  India  also  there  were  eyes  on  them.  And  why  ?  Not  on  account 
of  any  merit  of  hie,  but  because  in  Italy,  in  France,  in  Turkey,  and 
in  India  it  was  known  that  he  had  raised  his  voice  for  liberty  in  the 
British  House  of  Commons — that  when  there  he  had,  very  humbly 
and  very  inadequately  perhaps,  but  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  striven 
to  express  the  true  sentiments  of  the  great  mass  of  the  English  people. 
And  he  could  tell  them  that  in  Europe  and  Asia  the  real  voice  of  the 
English  people  was  valued  far  more  than  that  of  any  English  class 
without  any  exception ;  because  it  was  believed  abroad  that  the 
English  people,  having  struggled  for  and  won  their  own  freedom, 
were  prew^  to  assist  other  nations  who  were  struggling  also  for 
theirs.  He  did  not  wish  to  pay  Mr  Scovell  an  ill-compliment,  but  he 
was  not  aware  that  that  gentleman's  name  was  known  either  in  Italy, 
France,  Turkey,  or  India. 

Italy,  France,  Turkey,  India,  all  Europe,  all  Asia,  are 
shouting  together  at  this  moment,  ”  Layard  for  South- 
“  wark !”  There  was  never  such  an  enthusiastic  consent 
of  mankind.  Nothing  but  Mr  Layard  is  talked  or  thought 
of  in  Turin,  Paris,  Constantinople,  or  Calcutta;  and  it 
must  surely  have  been  only  his  transcendent  modesty 
which  restrained  him  from  naming  the  other  quarters  and 
cities  of  the  world,  which  cannot  be  less  profoundly  oon> 
cerned  in  his  return  to  Parliament.  In  fact  the  world  will 
break  its  heart  if  Mr  Layard  does  not  carry  his  election, 
from  which  we  conclude  that  if  he  does  carry  it,  he  will 
represent  the  globe  itself,  and  then  will  come  the  millen¬ 
nium,  universal  liberty,  universal  reform,  and  the  Maine 
Liquor  Law,  or  something  as  wise  and  go^  for  this  fortu¬ 
nate  island.  In  fine,  modesty  is  the  favourite  virtue  in 
the  Borough,  and  Mr  Layard,  as  by  far  the  modestest  of 
the  three  candidates,  must  needs  have  the  fairest  chance.

The 
question  of  iron-cased  ships  must  have  made  felt  what  is 
wanted  in  the  Surveyorship  of  the  Navy,  and  cannot  be 
supplied  by  an^  one  head,  such  as  heads  now  are  in  the 
service,  belonging  to  the  age  of  wood.  Excellent  officers 
abound,  but  without  the  iron  specialty.

That  capital  old  farce,  “The  Repeal  of  the  Union,” 
was  revived  last  Tuesday  night  at  the  Rotunda,  in  Dublin, 
but  proved  a  complete  failure,  chiefly  owing  to  the  utter 
inefficiency  of  the  company,  but  partly  because  the  piece, 
though  so  rich  in  comic  merit,  is  rather  out  of  date.

society.  At  Naples  all  is  quiet,  and  the  partial  distur¬ 
bances  in  the  provinces  have  been  repressed.  The  Consulta 
Gencrale  has  been  opened,  and  the  explanations  given  by 
the  Government  have  produced  a  good  impression  on  the 
country.  Poerio  has  been  elected  Vice-President  of  the 
Consulta,  having  previously  refused  the  post  of  Minister 
without  portfolio.  Some  interesting  documents  have  just 
appeared  in  the  Popolo  d'llalia,  the  organ  of  Mazzini. 
They  are  addresses  to  the  British  House  of  Commons,  to 
the  Italian  Parliament,  and  to  the  Emperor  Louis  Napo¬ 
leon,  on  the  subject  of  the  French  occupation  of  Rome,  and 
express  the  feelings  of  all  Italy ;  it  is  needless  to  say  that 
they  urge  the  recal  of  the  French  troops,  and  condemn  the 
principle  of  intervention,  however  it  may  be  modified. 

Respecting  the  alleged  intention  of  Austria  to  cede 
Venetia  for  a  sum  of  money,  the  Vienna  Gazette  gives  the 
statement  an  unconditional  denial.  There  are,  indeed,  no 
present  signs  of  her  relinquishing  the  Venetian  territory, 
for  General  Benedek,  who  has  been  inspecting  the  fortresses 
on  the  Venetian  littoral,  has  made  a  speech  to  his  officers 
at  Venice,  in  which  he  tells  them  to  prepare  for  the  even¬ 
tualities  of  an  energetic  defence. 

The  Paris  papers  continue  to  discuss  the  recent  Imperial 
decree,  deriving  from  it  expectations  favourable  to  fr^om 
of  opinion.  The  Si^le  and  the  Debate  having  discussed  the 
probability  of  a  dissolution  of  the  present  Legislative  body 
and  the  election  of  a  new  one,  the  Conetitutionnel  contends 
that  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  Government  to  take  that 
step  :  on  this  point  the  Independance  says  that  MM.

PRUSSIAN  AND  SCOTCH  POLICE. 

The  prosecution  of  a  Prussian  Police  Director  charged 
with  every  imaginable  oppression  and  abuse  of  authority, 
has  caused  a  great  sensation  even  in  these  days  of  astonish¬ 
ing  events.  The  prosecution  was  by  the  Government,  to 
make  it  more  remarkable,  and  its  results  more  satisfactory. 
Even  in  Berlin,  where  no  revelations  were  wanting  of  the 
tyrannies  of  the  police,  the  trial  of  M.  Stieber  has  pro¬ 
duced  extraordinary  excitement,  on  account  of  the  novelty 
of  such  exposures  proceeding  fium  the  Government  The 
disclosures,  however,  made  by  the  Public  Prosecutor  would 
hardly  have  been  credited  out  of  Prussia  had  they  been 
made  on  less  exceptionable  authority.  We  have  hardly 
heard  a  worse  case  stated  against  the  police  of  Naples  than 
was  established  against  M.  Stieber  so  clearly  that  he  has 
been  dismissed  from  his  post.  What,  indeed,  can  exceed 
the  delinquencies  charged  in  the  following  indictment  ? 

In  support  of  the  special  charges  against  M.  Stieber,  the  Public 
Proaeoutor  asserts  that  the  Prussian  Police  Department  has  for  several 
years  systematically  set  itself  above  the  law  ;  that  it  has  arrested, 
illegally  and  arbitrarily  imprisoned,  and  detained  in  confinement  any 
person  it  pleased,  and  for  indefinite  periods  of  time ;  and  that  indi¬ 
viduals  so  arrest^  without  having  any  formal  charge  brought  a^inst 
them,  after  the  lapse  of  weeks  or  months,  have  been  releas^  without 
judicial  inquiry. 

In  some  cases  persons  politically  suspected,  after  having  been  thus 
arrested  and  imprisoned,  have  been  expelled  from  the  Prussian  territory 
without  even  the  semblance  of  a  trial.  It  is  stated,  also,  that  in 
Berlin  the  polioe  has  frequently  interfered  in  the  most  imperious 
manner  between  the  opposing  parties  in  questions  of  debt,  and,  by 
threats  of  various  kinds,  have  compelled  them  to  offer  or  accept  terms 
of  settlement  that  caused  them  serious  pecuniary  loss  and  damage.  In 
short,  the  picture  of  the  Prussian  police,  drawn  by  this  ofiicial  pencil, 
is  that  of  an  imperium  in  in^rio,  continually  overriding  the  written 
law,  vexatiously  meddlesome,  irresponsible,  and  tyrannical.  The 
specific  facts  that,  in  the  case  of  M.  Stieber,  support  the  more  general 
allegations,  are  as  follow .  The  Public  Prosecutor  states  that  when  he 
was  appointed  to  his  office  in  1853  he  found  the  law  relating  to  free¬ 
dom  of  the  person  (part  of  the  constitution  as  settled  in  1850)  bad 
become  a  dead  letter.  He  endeavoured  to  enforce  on  the  Police 
Department  some  degree  of  observance  of  that  law  by  demanding  that, 
in  the  case  of  any  arrest,  the  party  should  be  brought  before  a  Juge 
flnatmetion  within  the  term  legally  fixed.  Conferences  were  held 
between  the  judicial  and  the  police  authorities  on  this  subject,  but 
they  led  to  nothing.  In  the  course  of  the  discussions  M.  Stieber, 
representing  both  the  opinion  and  practice  of  the  police,  said  the 
enactment  of  1850  was  an  absurd  and  stupid  law,  and  that  the  twenty- 
four  hours  it  appointed  as  the  time  within  whi^  a  prisoner  must  be 
charged,  in  the  first  instance,  before  a  magistrate,  was  much  too  brief, 
and  therefore  the  whole  law  must  be  set  aside ;  and  this  the  Police 
Department  has  always  done. 

But  why  have  we  coupled  Scotland  with  Prussia  in 
treating  of  police  abuses.^  Because  a  correspondent,  to 
whom  we  are  much  obliged,  has  requested  our  attention  to 
a  Police  Bill,  concocted  by  the  municipality  of  Glasgow, 
which  almost  contains  internal  evidence  of  having  been 
prepared  at  Berlin,  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  M. 
Stieber  hAnaelf.  Our  readers,  fresh  from  the  account  of 
the  police  aaministration  in  Prussia,  will  judge  for  them¬ 
selves  by  a  few  specimens  whether  the  Glasgow  baillies 
have  not  been  succ^'ssful  in  incorporating  its  main  princi¬ 
ples  into  their  projuot  of  law.  The  police  are  to  be  autho¬ 
rised,  among  many  other  powers  equally  formidable,  to 
Cite  to  appear  before  the  magistrate  at  any  police  court,  at  some  time 
and  place  to  be  specified  ia  the  citation,  any  person  accused  or  »u»- 
pected  of  having  committed,  or  of  intending  to  commit,  either  withiu 
the  city,  or  at  any  place  soever  beyond  the  city,  a  penal  offence,  or  ol 
having  committed  any  polioe  offenoe. 


ELECTRIC  CABLES. 

The  question  of  Electric  Cables  was  the  subject  of  two 
nights’  discussion  at  the  last  meetings  of  the  Institution  of 
Civil  Engineers,  and  was  debated  with  all  the  scientific 
and  practical  skill  to  be  expected  from  the  inheritors  of 
the  knowledge  and  inventions  of  Watt  and  Stephenson. 
The  discussion  took  place  on  a  very  able  paper  on  the 
Channel  Island  Cable,  by  its  Engineer,  Mr  Preece.  We 
give  a  few  of  the  results.  The  Channel  Island  Cable  ex¬ 
tends  from  Weymouth  to  Alderney,  Guernsey,  and  Jersey. 
The  submerged  portion  of  the  cable  is  93^  miles  long,  and 
the  underground  portion  26  miles,  making  the  whole 
length  of  the  electric  wire  little  short  of  120  miles. 
It  has  been  in  action  about  seven  and  twenty  months,  and 
within  this  short  period  the  marine  portion  of  it  has  been 
broken  eleven  times,  five  times  by  ships’  anchors,  and  six 
by  rocks  and  tides.  The  Government  has  guaranteed  an 
interest  of  six  per  cent,  on  30,000^.,  but  the  original  sub- 
I  Bcriptions  are  exhausted,  and  the  stock  pays  no  dividends. 

[  When  such  is  the  result  at  our  own  doors,  it  may 
easily  be  supposed  what  is  to  be  expected  from  cables  ten 
times  the  length,  and  at  a  distance  of  5,000  and  12,000 
miles  from  home.  All  the  long  Electric  Cables  have 
proved  dead  and  irretrievable  failures.  The  Atlantic 
Cable,  which  was  to  bring  the  Old  and  New  World  into 
proximity,  has  utterly  failed.  So  has  the  Red  Sea  Cable, 
which  was  to  have  brought  the  Nile  and  the  Indus  within 
call  of  each  other. 

The  Dutch  have  not  been  more  successful  than  ourselves. 
They  laid  a  telegraphic  cable  between  their  fine  island  of 
Java,  and  the  nearest  British  possession,  the  Colony  of 
Singapore.  The  distance  is  600  miles,  and  much  of  it 
through  narrow  straits  with  strong  tides.  For  the  first 
few  days  it  was  in  working  condition,  but  has  never  been 
so  since,  for  the  friction  of  the  cable  over  sharp  coral  rocks 
has  broken  it  a  dozen  times  over,  and  its  condition  is

As  no  portion  of  the 
English  press  has  ever  made  the  character  and  conduct  of 
the  Empress  its  theme,  these  invidious  remarks  are  altoge¬ 
ther  en  pure  perte. 

The  Austnan  difficulties  in  Hungary  seem  to  be  fast  in¬ 
creasing.  At  Pesth  the  Comitat,  assembled  by  Count 
Carolyi,  its  Obergespann  (Lord-Lieutenant),  have  declared 
their  resolve  to  yield  nothing  of  their  rights  and  laws,  nor 
recede  from  the  wdshes  they  expressed  in  1848.  Further 
steps  are  to  be  taken  when  the  General  Comitat  assembles 
on  the  10th  inst.  Nor  are  these  the  sole  manifestations  of 
danger  to  Austria.  The  Servians,  Bosnians,  Bulgarians, 
and  Roumans,  all  of  them  discontented  nationalities,  are 
gravitating  towards  Hungary,  to  which  kin^om  they  desire 
to  be  re-annexed,  and  in  every  part  of  the  Hungarian  domi¬ 
nions  demonstrations  against  the  Government  are  taking 
place. 

From  the  United  States  the  accounts  this  week  indicate 
less  violence  on  the  part  of  the  Separatists,  and  describe 
the  money-panics,  which  the  fear  of  secession  had  caused, 
as  over.  The  alleged  difierences  in  the  Washington 
Cabinet,  on  the  great  political  question,  ore  denied. 

Unpleasant  news  is  reported  from  India,  in  the  an¬ 
nouncement  that  disturbances  are  imminent  in  the  presi¬ 
dency  of  Bombay  on  account  of  the  collection  of  the  income 
tax,  and  that  all  business  was  stopped.  The  Baroda 
railway  works  had  also  been  summarily  suspended,  and  the 
district  of  Neemuch  was  threatened  with  famine. 

The  religious  persecutions  of  Protestants  in  Spain,  which 
have  for  some  time  caused  anxiety  amongst  various  com¬ 
munities  in  this  country,  were  on  Wednesday  formally 
detailed  to  the  Government  in  a  memorial,  which  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Foreign  Secretary  by  a  numerous  deputation, 
who  sought  not  his  official  interference,  but  the  moral  in¬ 
fluence  of  England  towards  redressing  the  wrongs  of  which 
they  complained.  Lord  John  Russell  assured  the  deputa¬ 
tion  of  hie  sympathy,  and  recommended,  as  the  Govern¬ 
ment  could  not  act  directly  in  the  matter,  that  the  question 
should  be  brought  before  the  public  for  discussion.

The  North  Atlantic  has  been  just  surveyed  with  the  view 
of  connecting  Britain  with  Labrador,  by  the  route  of  the 
Orkneys,  Iceland,  and  Greenland.  Besides  rocks  and  cur¬ 
rents,  there  will  be  here  the  obstacles  of  glaciers  and 
icebergs ;  but  probably  after  the  failure  of  our  ambitious 
experiments  elsewhere  we  shall  bo  saved  from  this  one.

■Inoe  our  last  publication.  The  trials  in  connection  with 
the  Proctorial  system  at  Cambridge  have  terminated  in 
verdicts  against  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  but 
though  damages — in  the  first  case  merely  nominal — have 
been  awarded  to  the  pledntifis,  the  question  of  University 
authority  in  opposition  to  common  law  remains  unsettled. 
The  Galway  packet  case  terminated  suddenly  in  the  Court 
of  Exchequer  on  Tuesday  by  the  plaintiff,  Mr  Irwin, 
electing  to  be  non-suited ;  a  course  which  the  Chief  Baron 
agreed  to,  but  not  without  expressing  a  strong  opinion  of 
the  conduct  of  both  the  parties  concerned  in  the  transac¬ 
tion  which  gave  rise  to  the  trial.  In  the  Court  of  Probate 
public  attention  has  been  fixed  on  the  suit  of  Dent  v. 
Denison,  which  has  disclosed  some  curious  facts  on  the

The  political  speech  of  the  week  has  been  one  delivered 
by  Mr  Bright  at  Birmingham,  on  the  subject  of  Freehold 
Land  »Societies,  strongly  marked  by  Mr  Bright’s  peculiar 
opinions.  A  supplement  to  the  Gazette  contains  the  re¬ 
vised  tariff  of  the  articles  freed  from  or  still  subject  to  duty 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  Commercial  Treaty  with 
France:  it  exhibits  details  far  more  favourable  to  inter¬ 
national  trade  than  were  inserted  in  the  original  treaty. 
The  distress  of  the  Coventry  weavers  is,  we  regret  to  say, 
rapidly  increasing.  It  appears  by  a  report  made  by  the 
curate  of  the  populous  viUage  of  Bedworth,  near  Coventry, 
that,  owing  to  want  of  work,  there  were  in  that  dis¬ 
trict  only  more  than  1,500  persons  in  a  state  bordering  on 
starvation.  One  of  the  most  fearful  colliery  explosions  on 
record  took  place  last  Saturday,  by  which  135  people  have 
lost  their  lives.  The  investigation  as  to  the  cause  of  the 
accident  has  been  necessarily  deferred,  for  the  coal-mine  in 
which  it  took  place  cannot  for  some  time  be  thoroughly  ex¬ 
amined.

Murachag  and  Mionachag  ?”  “  Huch  !  my  dear,  that  is  an  ursgenl 
that  is  nonsense.  The  Good  Being  bless  yon,  I  knew  your  grand¬ 
mother,”  etc.  etc.  So  one  must  rest  contented  with  the  fact,  that  old 
Mary  knows  one  tale,  and  probably  many  more,  which  a  week's  per¬ 
suasion  might  perhaps  extract. 

And  so  forth.  The  tales  when  got  are  often  rude,  but 
sometimes  excellent  even  to  the  spoilt  modem  taste.  The 
riddles  in  which  Celts  delighted  as  much  as  the  early 
Anglo-Saxons  are  singularly  pointless,  but  some  of  the 
fables  are  as  neat  as  man  can  wish.  Nothing,  for 
example,  can  be  better  than  the  fable  of  the  fox,  who 
sat  on  his  tail  for  a  gossip  with  the  cock  in  the 
farmyard,  and  asked  him  *‘How  many  tricks  did  your 
“  mother  teach  you  ?  ”  “  Three,”  he  said.  “  How  many 

*‘have  you  been  taught? — Two  or  three  thousand.  I 
“  know  one  that  is  capital.  I  can  shut  my  left  eye  and 
“scream  so  as  to  wake  a  parish.”  “I  can  do  that,”  said 
the  cock,  BO  he  shut  his  left  eye  and  began  to  crow  with  all 
his  might.  The  fox,  on  the  blind  side  of  him,  snapped 
him  up  and  was  running  away,  when  the  farmer’s  wife 
looking  out  of  doors  cried  “  Heigh,  fox,  stop !  That  is 
“  my  cock !  ”  “  Tell  her  the  cock’s  yours,”  whispered  the 

victim.  So  the  fox  opening  his  mouth  cried  to  the  dame, 
“  The  cock  is  mine !  ”  Then  it  was  his  no  longer.

A  better  book  of  its  kind  than  this  no  country  possesses. 
Dr  Dasent’s  Norse  Tales  are  of  high  value,  and  the  relation 
of  Scandinavian  mythology  or  legend  to  our  own  folk 
lore,  as  well  as  to  the  traditions  of  the  East,  is  very  close. 
But  Gaelic  of  the  British  Islands  interests  us  even  more 
than  the  traditions  of  the  Norse,  and  Mr  Campbell 
while  he  t^es  in  his  work  as  a  collector  all  the  interest  of 
a  philologist,  and^  shows  a  complete  sense  of  the  value  of 
literal  accuracy  in  placing  the  old  popular  tales  of  the 
West  Highland  Gaels  within  reach  of  all  students  of  lite¬ 
rature,  proves  himself  by  the  manner  of  his  introduction 
to  be  not  only  a  scholar  but  a  man  of  genius.  His  vi- 
^rous  Md  graphic  English  and  his  curious  felicity  of 
illustration  are  of  a  sort  very  seldom  to  be  met  with  in  asso¬ 
ciation  with  the  scholarly  exactitude  for  which  these 
volumes  are  conspicuous. 

It  is  a  very  great  addition  to  the  value  of  the  work  that 
not  o^y  are  the  stories  taken  in  Gaelic  from  the  lips  of 
Wert  Highlanders,  collated,  compared,  and  when  proved 
by  the  fom  of  their  frequent  occurrence  to  be  true  tradi- 
tions  of  the  Gad,  set  down  in  the  closest  of  translations, 
ml  the  clorer  for  being  also  nervous  English ;  but  the 
Gaehc  ^If  has  been  taken  down  and  printed.  Hector 
Urquhart  gamekeeper  at  Ardkinglas  on  Loch  Fyne,  and 
Hector  Mwlean,  whoolm^terat  Ballygrant  in  Islay,  have 
^n  Mr  Campl^U  8  chief  helpers  in  this  part  of  his  work. 
A  body  of  Gaelic  literature  is  thus  taken  from  the  lips  of 
the  m^ple  and  fix^  before  the  ministers  and  schoolmasters 
shall  have  silenced  the  last  reciters  of  tradition  that  has 
lived  through  generation  after  generation.  The  old  days 
of  telling  tales  or  sgeulachd  by  the  Highland  fireside  ^ 
even  now  passing  away,  as  Hector  Urquhart  deposes : 

I  knew  an  old  tailor  who  need  to  teU  a  new  tale  every  nicht  durinc 
hu  stay  in  the  vill^e ;  and  another,  an  old  ehoemakcr,  who  with  liu 
large  stock  of  stories  about  ghosts  and  fairies,  used  to  frighten  us  so 
much  that  we  scarcely  dared  pass  the  neighbouring  churchyard  on  our 
way  home.  ^  It  was  also  the  custom  when  an  aoidh,  or  stranger  cele- 


teresting  and  important  book  has  to  be  written.  We  have 
in  these  talcs  variations  upon  Bluebeard  and  upon  known 
stories  of  almost  every  l^d.  Thus  the  incident  in  the 
Battle  of  the  Birds,  of  the  giant’s  beautiful  daughter  Hd 
in  a  tree  top  over  a  well,  we  read  last,  with  all  its  details, 
as  an  incident  in  one  of  Jacob  Ayreris  plays,  a  German 
translation  of  the  English  play  from  which  Shakespeare 
may  have  taken  the  first  notion  of  the  Tempest. 


Holidays  with  Hobgoblins:  and  Talk  of  Strange  Things. 
By  Dudley  Costello.  With  Illustrations  by  George 
Cruikshank.  Hotten. 

Mr  Costello  furnishes  a  C!hristmas  book  of  marvels  that 
are  rather  strange  than  horrible.  He  has  no  wish  to  make 
any  child’s  hair  stand  on  end ;  laughter  and  wonder  are  all 
the  emotions  he  would  stir,  and  he  contrives  to  raise  both 
very  cleverly.  The  book,  consisting  in  part  of  ghost 
stories  and  in  part  of  sketches  derived  from  lore  of  the 
past  concerning  dragons,  salamanders,  and  strange  mon¬ 
sters,  odd  traditions,  records  of  quaint  and  amusing  super¬ 
stition,  is  a  book  of  the  right  sort  for  Christmas  holidays. 
The  plates  by  Mr  Geoige  Cruikshank,  although  only  one 
of  them  is  new,  will  all  be  new  to  the  young  readers  and 
to  many  of  their  elders ;  they  fairly  illustrate  the  written 
sketches,  and  are  in  the  best  comic  manner  of  their  artist. 
We  shall  not  tell  so  much  of  one  of  the  stories  as  to  ac¬ 
count  for  the  ghost  in  a  French  chateau  let  to  visitors  of  a 
Scotch  barber,  who  took  by  the  nose  all  men  who  hired  it, 
shaving  them  in  the  dead  of  the  night  whether  they  would 
or  no,  and  giving  them  a  thrashing  afterwards.  At  ^t  the 
ghost  shaved  in  this  manner  a  brother  Scot,  and  ■when  he 
had  done 

Glided  into  the  chair  which  he  had  just  quitted,  Md  diving  a^n 
into  the  large  pocket,  drew  forth  an  enormous  pair  of  scissors,  which 
he  held  out  towards  Mr  MacGranite.

lyht/  Paul  Ferroll  killed  his  Wife.  By  the  Author  of 
*  Paul  Ferroll.’  London :  Saunders,  Otley,  and  Co . 

The  motto  of  this  singularly  interesting  work  doubtless 
was  chosen  with  a  view  to  the  objections  made  against  its 
predecessor.  “  A  man  does  not  murder  his  wife  gra- 
“  tuitously,”  said  Mr  Froude  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth. 
Surely  not.  According  to  the  prudent  maxim  of  Fluellen, 
“  There  is  occasions  and  causes  why  and  wherefore  in  all 
**  things,”  and  accordingly  the  whole  of  this  novel  is  an 
unravelling  of  the  main  threads  in  the  web  of  a  criminal  in¬ 
trigue — woven  by  delicate  and  cunning  hands.  There  may 
be  a  bias  in  the  author’s  mind  to  the  opinion  that  our  nature 
is  *  common  ’  in  a  stricter  sense  than  is  usually  meant  by 
that  expression,  but  such  a  bias  is  not  allowed  to  interfere 
with  the  drama  in  an  arbitrary  manner.  The  reader  simply 
rises  from  the  book  with  the  feeling  that  he  is  not  different 
in  nature  from  the  hero,  but  that,  placed  in  the  same 
circumstances,  allowing  the  same  object  in  life  to  engross 
his  energies,  the  result  might  possibly  have  been  the  same. 
And  here  is  one  leading  peculiarity  of  the  work.  The 
motives  seem  to  be  not  chosen  by  the  characters  (or,  rather, 
not  produced  by  them)  but  to  have  an  independent  being. 
Pleasure — high  and  refined  pleasure — is  to  Leslie  what  the 
loadstone  rock  in  the  Arabian  tale  is  to  the  devoted  ship. 
The  former  work  was  not  absolutely  free  from  tedious¬ 
ness;  here  all  is  concisely  and  powerfully  told.  Why 
Paul  Ferroll  killed  his  Wife  is  already  in  its  third  edition, 
and  no  reader  of  the  work  will  be  at  no  loss  to  account  for 
its  success.  But — as  Voltaire  closed  his  letters  from  Ber¬ 
lin — “  The  King  is  all  grace  and  favour — ^but —  The  life 
“  I  lead  here  is  delicious,  luxurious,  enchanting — but — ” 
so  many  of  the  readers  of  this  book  will  end  with  a  ‘  but  ’ 
their  expression  of  a  hearty  admiration. 

There  are  two  ways  of  writing  novels,  which  a  pedant 
might  be  pleased  to  style  the  human  and  the  algebraic 
methods.  In  the  former  the  complete  delineation  of  motive 
and  passion  is  the  main  object,  in  the  latter  the  accurate 
chronicling  of  the  results  of  motives  and  passions.  *  Paul 
Ferroll  ’  was  an  attempt  in  the  first  method ;  the  present 
work  endeavours  to  unite  the  two,  and  is  valuable  not  only  as 
showing  what  the  author  can  do,  but  also  as  showing  what 
apparently  cannot  be  done  at  all.  It  is  impossible  to  give 
any  idea  of  character  by  mere  delineation  of  results.  Here, 
after  the  first  chapter,  the  scheme  of  Laura  is  everything. 
Nearly  every  word  of  dialogue  bears  indirectly  or  directly 
upon  that.  The  consequence  is  that  we  have  no  idea  of  the 
I)eople  separate  from  their  various  plans.  We  have  no  con¬ 
ception  of  what  Laura  may  be  apart  from  the  purpose  which 
she  sets  before  herself,  and  are  wholly  in  the  dark  therefore 
as  to  its  causes.  We  see  her  in  her  madness.  What  was  i 
she  like  when  she  was  sane  ?  Even  Elinor’s  individuality  j 
is  so  much  hidden  by  the  garb  of  the  novice — by  her 
fixed  position  as  merely  an  inexperienced  girl — that  we 
have  some  difficulty  in  discovering  to  what,  besides  exqui- 1 
site  purity,  the  inexperience  is  to  be  added.  The  incid-  j 
ents  are  indeed  admirably  arranged.  Every  wheel  j 
moves  with  a  regularity  that  even  Mr  Wilkie  Collins, ' 
dexterous  machinist  as  he  is,  has  not  always  been  able 
to  secure.  But  the  radical  defect  of  this  algebraic  manner 
of  developing  a  story  is  that  the  symbols  employed  to  work , 
out  the  result  may  mean  anything,  which  is  nearly  equiva-  j 
lent  to  meaning  nothing. 

Trains,  in  short,  of  thought  and  feeling  must  not  be  left 
altogether  to  be  supplied  at  the  discretion  of  the  reader. 
In  a  picture  of  life,  many  more  things  than  fixed  purposes ; 
have  to  be  taken  into  the  account.  No  intentness  on  a 
design  can  entirely  obviate  disturbing  influences,  and  it  is 
chiefly  by  the  action  on  it  of  disturbing  influences  that  men 

judge  of  a  chturaoter.  We  must  see  mere  tlmn  tbe  bare 


outcome  of  life.  Though  a  police  report  may  bo  a  tragedy 
in  brief,  its  pathos  is  lost  in  its  brevity.  Nevertheless 
great  effects  are  producible  by  this  purely  narrative  method. 
The  diffused  heat  of  the  torrid  zone  is  less  intense  that 
of  a  burning-glass  in  colder  climes.  If  an  author  be  con¬ 
tent  to  give  up  glorious  insufficiency  for  the  sake  of  a  nar¬ 
rower  perfectness,  much  is  within  his  reach.  And  to  apply 
that  likeness  of  the  burning  glass  to  what  we  have  been 
saying,  let  us  add  that  an  outline  of  fire,  though  it  may 
dazzle  us  and  please  us  by  its  fixed  shape,  wiU  wrap  in 
tenfold  obscurity  the  space  it  may  encompass. 

In  comment  upon  the  nature  of  the  task  attempted  by 
the  author  of  Paul  Ferroll,  justice  has  not  been  done  to 
the  diverse  ability  which  could  accomplish  so  well  all  that 
was  possible  within  the  chosen  bounds.  If  Hercules  will 
work  under  conditions,  he  must  be  satisfied  with  the 
imposed  limitations  of  his  power.  At  any  rate,  strength 
of  the  kind  here  put  forth  is  too  rare  and  precious  to  be 
exercised  without  ready  and  cordial  acknowledgment. 


Andersen's  Tales  for  Children.  Translated  by  Alfred 
Wehnert.  With  One  Hundred  and  Five  Illustrations 
by  E.  H.  Wehnert,  W.  Thomas,  and  others.  Bell  and 
Daldy. 

Wherever  there  are  children  who  read  books,  Andersen's 
Tales  should  bo  among  the  books  they  have  to  read. 
Nothing  can  be  of  its  kind  more  exquisite  than  the  play¬ 
fulness  of  the  short  children’s  stories  in  which  the  taste  of 
Andersen’s  peculiar  humour  is  not  spoilt  by  admixture 
with  the  sentimentalism  that  finds  its  way  into  his  longer 
works,  or  even  into  such  of  his  longer  stories  as  the  Sand¬ 
hills  of  Jutland  or  the  Mudking’s  Daughter.  The  volume  of 
Andersen's  Tales,  now  published  by  Messrs  Bell  and  Daldy 
as  a  Christmas  gift-book,  contains  more  than  forty,  and 
includes  the  whole  of  his  best  writing.  Here  we  find  the 
Faithful  Tin  Soldier,  the  Shoes  of  Fortune,  the  Ugly  Duck, 
the  Emperor’s  New  Clothes,  the  lied  Shoes,  the  Daisy, 
— all  the  tales  which  give  to  Hans  Christian  Andersen 
fame  in  the  world  as  long  as  children  shall  be  bom  who 
know  how  to  enjoy  a  good  child’s  story  with  the  soul 
of  a  man’s  wit  under  its  pla3rfulne88.  The  collection  is 
illustrated  with  more  than  a  hundred  of  such  pictures  as  a 
child  most  easily  understands  and  enjoys.  They  are  pro¬ 
duced  by  an  electrograph  process  not  yet  equal  in  its  re¬ 
sults  to  the  best  wo^  engraving,  yet  faithful  and  good, 
and  having  the  advantage  that  by  help  of  it  a  book  does 
not  become  too  costly  when  it  is  copiously  illustrated  with 
fresh  pictures. 

The  Boy's  Book  of  Ballads.  Illustrated  with  Sixteen 
Engravings  on  Wood  from  Drawings  by  John  Gilbert. 
Bell  and  Daldy. 

The  Boy's  Book  of  Balluds  contains  sixteen  choice  old 
ballads,  not  forgetting,  of  course,  Chevy  Chace  and  Kobin 
Hood,  each  ballad  illustrated  with  a  good  full- page  drawing 
by  Mr  John  Gilbert.  The  text  is  handsomely  printed  on 
thick  paper  and  the  whole  is  put  into  gay  binding  as  a 
Christmas  gift  book.  Description  of  the  l^k  is  a  sufficient 
commendation.  The  boy  who  receives  such  a  gift,  gets 
reading  that  he  likes,  and  in  the  form  of  sterling  English 
literature. 

Greek  History  from  Themistocles  to  Alexander,  in  a  Series 
of  Lives  from  Plutarch.  Eevised  and  arranged  by 
A.  H.  Clough,  some  time  Fellow  of  Oriel  College, 
Oxford.  Longman  and  Co. 

Although  published  a  few  months  ago  with  no  special 
regard  to  the  place  it  may  have  among  gift  books,  Mr 
Clough’s  chronological  selection  of  Greek  Lives  from 
Plutarch — taken  from  his  own  revised  edition  of  the  second 
English  translation — is  at  once  a  charming  story  book  and 
a  sound  introduction  to  the  study  of  Greek  History. 
Among  works  of  intrinsic  value  suited  to  the  taste  of 
many  Christmas  givers  and  takers  of  small  presents  this 
volume  is  entitled  to  a  place. 

The  Jacobite  Songs  and  Ballads  of  Scotland  from  1688 
to  1746.  With  an  Appendix  of  Modem  Jacobite 
Songs.  Edited  by  Charles  Mackay,  LL.D.  London 
and  Glasgow  :  Grrfin  and  Co. 

Dr  Mackay’s  little  volume  of  Scotch  .Jacobite  Songs  is 
entitled  to  attention  among  gift  books,  not  the  less 
because  it  is  a  well-edited  work  whose  fittest  place  is  in 
the  scholar’s  library.  The  spirit  of  the  songs  and  their 
lively  tunefulness  ensure  for  them  the  interest  of  young 
readers  who  have  picked  up  history  enough  to  understand 
all  but  the  more  minutely  personal  allusions,  and  who 
have  been  trained  by  the  sentimental  Jacobitism  of 
Scott’s  novels  to  a  readiness  of  interest  in  the  question 
“  Wha  wadna  fight  for  Charlie  ?  ”  Dr  Mackay  has  ex¬ 
cluded  cavalier  songs  belonging  to  a  time  before  that  in 
which  Jacobite  became  a  party  name,  and  by  stopping  at 
the  year  1746  he  excludes  also  all  the  effusions  of  mere 
literary  Jacobitism  in  which  the  soul  of  a  real  struggle 
was  not  speaking ;  but  since  many  of  these  are  too  good  to 
be  overlooked,  a  collection  of  them  is  supplied  as  an 
appendix.  The  collection,  made  with  a  sound  literary 
judgment,  is  well  introduced  and  neatly  annotated. 

We  rank  Dr  Mackay’s  volume  among  gift  books  for  the 
young,  because  we  think  it  well  that  the  books  given  to 
boys  who  have  passed  their  earliest  childhood  shoidd  not 
be  toys  but  literary  works,  of  which  the  value  to  the  mind 

grows  instead  ol  deo^ying  «s  the  years  odyoace. 


The  Tempest.  By  William  Shakespeare.  Illustrated  by 
Birket  Foster,  Gustave  Dore,  Frederick  Skill,  Alfred 
Slader,  and  Gustave  Jandt.  Bell  and  Daldy. 

A  luxurious  Christmas  edition  of  ‘  The  Tempest,’  a  play 
that  may  well  stand  at  the  head  of  the  season’s  Fairy  Tales. 
Mr  Birket  Foster’s  frontispiece  and  all  his  sketches,  as  well 
as  Mr  Slader’s  limegrove,  are  very  charming, — ^but  who 
shall  satisfy  us  with  the  figures  sketched  to  illustrate  so 
pure  a  work  of  fancy  ?  The  French  artists,  clever  as  they 
are,  illustrate  the  Shakespeare  of  the  stage,  not  of  the 
closet.  Ariel  is  Miss  Somebody ;  Miranda  wears  clothes 
that  do  credit  to  her  milliner ;  Caliban  and  Sycorax  are 
indeed  ugly  beyond  stage  ugliness,  and  if  it  be  enough  to 
make  them  hideous,  the  French  imagination  should  con¬ 
tent  us  on  this  score.  The  best  of  the  illustrations  of 
action  is  that  of  M.  Gustave  Janet,  showing  the  *  quaint 
device’  by  which  the  banquet  vanishes.  The  men 
rising  from  table  do  indeed  all  of  them  strike  conventional 
stage  attitudes,  but  the  phantoms  of  sea  monsters  who 
carry  off  the  dishes,  the  harpy  Ariel,  and  the  position  of 
the  enchanter  Prospero,  who  works  the  spell,  are  fresh 
in  their  design.  I^t  it  be  remembered  dso,  that  the 
defect  of  true  and  fresh  poetical  invention  in  the  Christmas 
book  illustrators  is  not  to  be  charged  singly  against  the 
artists  who  adorn  this  volume,  but  is  quite  as  manifest  in 
many  others  who  stand  in  the  same  high  repute  for  their 
delicious  art-confectionery. 

The  Dramatic  Works  of  William  Shakespeare  :  Adapted 
for  Family  Reading.  By  Thomas  Bowdler,  Esq., 
F.R.S.,  F.8.A.  New  Edition,  with  Steel  Engravings : 
London  and  Glasgow  :  Griffith  and  Co. 

This  is  Bowdler’ s  Shakespeare  put  to  its  only  right  use  as  a 
blue  and  gold  octavo  gilt-edged  child’s  book,  with  the  print 
in  double  columns  clear  though  rather  small,  and  a  few 
fresh  prints  from  good  old  plates  to  help  in  its  decoration. 
Shakespeare  thus  issued  may  be  plac^  in  the  nursery 
bookcase  for  use  of  the  elder  little  ones,  and  is  a  work 
without  which,  the  profound  critic  may  say,  no  juvenile 
library  will  be  complete.  Old  readers,  who  can  see  i^nitely 
more  in  Shakespeare  than  a  child  appreciates,  do  not 
know  at  how  early  an  age  the  child  may  find  in  his  mere 
story-telling  a  world  of  amusement. 

A  Nation's  Manhood;  or  Stories  of  Washington  and 
the  American  War  of  Independence.  the  Author 
of  *  Sunlight  through  the  Mist,’  Ac.

FOREIGN  AND  COLONIAL  NEWS. 

ITALY. 

The  Sieoe  of  Oaeta.— The  following  letter,  from  the  Piedmontese 
head-quarters  at  Mola  di  Oaeta,  is  dated  the  29th  ult— For  some  days 
the  fire  of  the  place  had  almost  ceased,  but  the  day  before  yesterday, 
a  shower  of  bombs  and  shells  fell  suddenly  on  our  positions  of  Monte 
Tortono  and  Monte  Coma.  The  shot  of  the  NeapoliUns  had  never 
reached  them  before,  but  now  their  projectiles  burst  dirwtly  in  the 
middle  of  our  lines,  hitting  now  and  then  our  working  parties  engaged 
in  the  construction  of  the  road*  and  in  carrying  the  guns  up  to  the 
positions  from  which  we  shall  open  fire.  It  is  therefore  now  proved 
that  the  Neapolitan*  have  succeeded  in  mounting  rified  pieces  whose 
range  is  not  less  than  4,000  yards.  The  difficulties  of  the  besieging 
army  have  therefore  increas^  since  these  new  implements  of  war 
have  bsen  obtained  by  the  royalists.  Our  casualties  are  consequently 
more  numerous,  and  the  inmates  of  the  military  hospitals  rather  on 
the  increase.  Yesterday  evening  ten  wounded  were  brought  to  that 
of  Saint  Albano,  in  the  Borgo,  and  four  beraaglieri  were  buried  at  the 
foot  of  Monte  Tortono.  In  spite  of  these  Tosses  and  of  the  heary 
rains  which  compel  the  Piedmontese  to  live  half  buried  in  the  mud, 
they  are  as  jolly  and  meiry  as  if  they  were  in  their  barracks  at  Turin 
or  Naples.  I  am,  however,  sorry  to  say  that  owing  to  the  damp 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  army  is  anything  but  satisfactory. 
Rheumatic  fevers  prevail  to  such  an  extent  that  some  regiments 
have  thirty  per  cent,  of  their  men  in  hospital.  From  the  same 
cause  the  hospitals  of  Oaeta  are  equally  crammed  with  patients.  I 
hear  that  ophthalmia  of  the  most  contagious  character  and  low  fever 
prevail  amongst  the  Bourbon  troops,  and  that  their  hospitals  are  in 
a  sad  want  of  medicine  and  medical  attendance.  Yesterday  a 
Neapolitan  pmrlemtHtnrt  was  sent  here  to  ask  Cialdini  to  send  them 
some  of  their  physicians  who  hod  been  taken  prisoners  since  the 
fight  of  Mola.  Cialdini  complied  at  onoe  with  the  request,  and  a 
tMegraphio  message  was  sent  to  Naples,  but  the  great  difficulty  was 
that  the  doctors  did  not  want  to  go  back  to  Gaeta.  Almost  all  refused, 
perhaps  thinking  it  better  to  remain  prisoners  on  parole  at  Naples 
than  to  shut  themselves  up  in  a  fortress  which  is  on  the  eve  of  being 
bombarded.  However  nine  of  the  Neapolitan  physicians  who  were 
still  here  were  compelled  by  Cialdini  to  return  to  Gaeta  together  with 
the  chaplain  of  a  Bavarian  regiment. 

State  or  ArrxitM  in  Naples. — The  Daily  News’  correspondent 
writes  as  follows  on  the  29th  ult— I  am  sorry  still  to  speak  of  a  very 
disconteuled  and  uneasy  feeling,  which  increases  from  day  to  day. 
The  railway  from  Capua  has  been  closed,  and  a  plausible  reason  is 
given  for  it  in  the  Official  Journal ;  but  there  can  ^  little  doubt  that 
the  real  reason  is  to  cut  off  so  ready  a  communication  between 
the  capital  and  Caserta,  where  large  parties  of  the  Garibaldini,  who 
are  discontented  with  their  position,  still  continue.  To  thesi!  causes 
of  disquietude  are  added  the  intrigues  of  the  old  Royalist  Bourbon 
party,  who  are  stirring  up  the  lower  orders,  and  giving  them  hopes 
of  the  return  of  Franoischilo. 

Depahtuub  op  Victor  Exhandrl  for  Palermo. — The  same 
correspondent  writes  on  the  1st. — Yesterday  the  King  left  for  Palermo 
after  many  delays,  occasioned,  it  is  said,  by  public  affairs,  and  from 
all  that  I  can  hear  he  is  likely  to  meet  with  a  most  enthusiastic  recep¬ 
tion.  A  telegraphip  message  was  sent  on  Wednesday  to  announce 
that  the  steam  was  getting  up  for  the  departure  of  royalty  and  no 
fewer  that  70,000  persons  came  down  from  the  neighbourhood  to 
meet  bis  Majesty.  It  was  a  pretty  spectacle  when  the  King  left  the 
harbour ;  no  sooner  bad  he  embarked  on  board  the  Victor  Emmanuel, 
command^  by  Admiral  Persano,  than  her  Britannic  Majesty’s  ships 
the  Hannibal  and  the  Renown,  and  the  despatch  boat  Mohawk  deco¬ 
ra^.  whilst  the  crews  manned  the  yards,  and  on  board  the  admiral’s 
ship  he  bowsprit  as  well.  The  Victor  Emmanuel,  which  was  also 
decorated,  steamed  slowly  out,  almost  imperceptibly,  between  the 
Hsnnibal  and  the  Renown,  on  the  former  of  which  the  band  played 
*  Sea  the  eonquering  hero  comes.’  Crowds  lined  the  aides  of  Santa 
Lucia.  On  the  eve  of  his  departuro  for  Sicily  the  King  signed  a 
decree  which  will  much  conciliate  the  Garibaldini.  After  referring  to 
the  decree  of  the  1 1th  ult.  by  which  a  commission  was  ^pointed  to 
examine  claims  and  make  propositions  relative  to  the  officers  of  the 
volunteer  ewps  of  General  Garibaldi,  his  Majesty  appoints  a  commis* 
aion  oonsistin^  of  four  general  officers — Solaroli,  Sirtori,  Medici,  and 
Cosens^  (Oanbaldini),  and  two  superior  officers  serving  in  the 
Sardinian  army.

Thb  New  STEEi,-PLATBf>  Ship,  Gloibb.  —  The  semi-official 
Moniteur  de  la  Flotte  publishes  the  following  letter  from  Toulon, 
dated  the  2nd  inst : — “  ^e  ship  of  the  line  .dJgesiras  and  the  steel- 
plated  frigate  Gloire  have  returned  to  the  roads  after  a  cruise  of  two 
days,  during  which  they  steamed  as  far  as  Nice.  The  trial  was  most 
complete  and  highly  satisfactory.  The  admirals  who  commanded 
the  ships  entertained  no  doubt  on  the  subject,  but  thev  wished  to 
ascertain  some  points  of  detail.  Trials  of  speed  were  made  on  various 
tacks,  and  with  two,  four,  six,  and  eight  boilers  heated.  The  only 
defect  discovered  in  the  Gloire,  is  that  she  cuts  the  wave  with  too 
great  speed.  ’The  water  enters  by  the  portholes  forward.  It  is  said 
that  this  inconvenience  will  be  avoided  in  the  plans  for  the  new 
plated  frigates  which  are  to  be  placed  on  the  stocks  next  year.  The 
guns  ^  to  be  more  out  of  the  water.  A  new  system  of  iron  floating 
batteries  is  being  examined.  They  are  to  be  much  smaller  than 
those  used  in  the  Crimean  war.  'They  are  not  intended  for  going  to 
sea,  but  solely  for  the  protection  of  the  entrance  into  ports  and  rivers. 
It  is  chiefly  for  this  service  that  steel-plated  frigates  are  constructed, 
as  it  is  not  considered  safe  to  send  them  to  sea  alone.  The  general 
system  of  the  defence  of  the  coasts  is  to  be  completed  by  cutting 
down  the  old  sailing  ships  and  plating  them.  The  construction  of 
ships  of  great  speed  has  naturally  directed  the  attention  of  the 
Government  to  the  necessity  of  adopting  greater  precaution  for  the 
defence  of  the  coasts  of  Brittany  and  Normandy.  These  coasts  are 
now  much  exposed  to  the  danger  of  a  coup  de  main,  which,  though 
not  probable,  is  at  least  possible.  'The  coast  of  the  Mediterranean 
appear  to  be  bettet  defended  by  nature,  but  we  shall  shortly  have  at 
our  gates  on  that  side  a  maritime  Power  which  may  become  trouble¬ 
some.  We  are  at  present  on  the  best  terms  with  Italy,  but  that  may 
not  always  be  the  case.  Italy,  moreover,  is  not  the  only  Power  in 
the  Mediterranean,  and,  besides,  we  must  protect  the  coast  of  Algeria, 
and  secure  our  communication  with  Africa  in  all  weather.  If  all 
these  exigencies  are  taken  into  consideration,  it  will  be  found  that, 
notwithstanding  the  attention  paid  to  the  materiel  of  the  navy  during 
late  years,  it  is  still  below  what  it  ought  to  be.  I  have  just  alluded 
to  the  future  maritime  power  of  Italy,  and  I  find  that  it  is  proposed 
to  organize  maritime  prefectures  in  that  country,  and  likewise  the 
system  of  maritime  conscription,  such  as  it  exists  in  France.  I  can 
tell  you,  further,  that  Ancona  is  to  be  the  chief  port  of  the  3rd 
arrondissement.  This,  no  doubt,  is  only  a  prjvisional  arrangement, 
inasmuch  as  Ancona  is  far  from  being  suitable  for  a  military  port, 
the  siege  under  which  it  fell  being  a  clear  proof  of  that  fact.” 

Navax  and  Mixitakt  News. — It  is  proposed,  according  to 
Bullier’s  lithographic  sheet,  to  increase  the  staff  of  the  naval  depart¬ 
ment.

Ii 
is  further  stated  that  large  sums  are  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  oi 
the  Minister  of  Marine,  for  important  works  to  be  completed  in  the 
seaports  of  France.  According  to  the  same  authority  the  Ministei 
of  Marine  has  concluded  contracts,  fur  the  supply  of  the  porta  ot 
Cherbourg,  Brest,  I’Orient,  Rochefort,  and  Toulon  with  a  considerable 
quutity  of  sailclotb.  A  Russian  officer  has  just  received  at  St 
Btianne  1,000  rifled  infantry  muskets,  which  the  Emperor  Alexander 
ordered  at  the  Imperial  manufactory  there  u  a  sample,  to  be  compared 


with  the  produce  of  other  foreign  manufactories.  The  gun-makers 
at  St  Etienne  were  never  more  busily  employ^  than  at  present. 
Besides  30,000  rifles  in  hand  on  account  of  the  Piedmontese  Govern¬ 
ment,  which  the  manufacturers  are  bound  to  deliver  in  tbs  course 
of  next  year,  they  are  working  at  the  transformation  of  80,000 
ordinary  muskets  into  rifles,  which  the  Piedmontese  purchased  flrom 
the  French  Government.  It  is  said  that  the  formation  of  a  fourth 
battalion  for  each  regiment  of  infantry  is  considerably  advanced. 
This  new  arran^ment  will  add  40,000  men  to  the  French  army.  A 
grMt  number  of  privates  who  bad  leave  of  absence  for  six  months  are 
being  recalled  to  their  regiments  at  the  expiration  of  their  leave. 

The  Ehpkess’s  Joubnbt  to  England. — The  Moniteur  of  Mon¬ 
day  publishes  the  following:  “We  are  informed  from  England  that 
the  journey  of  the  Empress,  undertaken  with  the  sole  view  of  im¬ 
proving  her  health,  becomes,  despite  all  the  precautions  of  her  Majesty 
to  preserve  her  incognita,  a  real  ovation.  In  Scotland,  wherever  she 
has  been  recognised,  the  towns  have  hastened  to  present  addresses  to 
her ;  the  lords  of  the  soil  have  vied  with  each  other  in  doing  the 
honours  of  their  noble  mansions.  On  the  28th  of  November  the  Em¬ 
press  paid  a  visit  to  her  cousin,  the  Princess  Mary,  at  Hamilton 
Castle.

On  arriving  at  the  station  M.  Poinsot 
was  found  in  a  pool  of  blood  with  his  throat  cut.  He  was  quite  dead. 
The  unknown  passenger,  who  had  got  out  the  instant  the  train 
stopped,  disappeared.  He  had  robbed  his  victim  of  everything  valu¬ 
able  about  him.  He  has  as  yet  baffied  the  police,  but  there  is 

little  doubt  of  his  speedy  apprehension. - A  funny  canard 

is  published  by  the  Sport.  According  to  this  sporting  authority, 
the  Emperor,  aa  soon  as  he  shall  have  completed  his  history  of 
Julius  Caesar,  intends  to  present  himself  as  a  candidate  for  the 

French  Academy  upon  the  strength  of  it. - The  Moniteur  of 

Wednesday  publishes  a  decree  conferring  upon  Marshal  Vaillant 

the  title  of  Minister  of  the  Emperor’s  Household. - The  Count  de 

Persigny  arrived  in  Paris  on  'Tuesday,  and  immediately  took  up  his 
residence  at  the  hotel  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. - -The  mar¬ 

shals  of  France  who  are  invested  with  military  commands  have  suc¬ 
cessively  arrived  in  Paris,  for  the  examination  of  the  arrangements 

for  the  general  inspection  of  the  army. - Some  of  the  journals  state 

that  Baron  de  Rothschild  is  negotiating  for  the  piu-chase  from  the 
Count  de  Cbambord  of  the  forest  of  Vassy.  This  is  the  last  portion 
of  the  property  held  by  that  prince  in  France,  with  the  exception  of 

Cbambord. - The  number  of  emigrants  who  embarked  at  Havre  for 

transatlantic  countries  during  the  month  of  November  amounted  to 
1,044,  of  whom  725  went  to  New  York,  242  to  New  Orleans,  and  77 
to  Buenos  Ayres. - Some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  immense  con¬ 

sumption  of  tobacco  in  France,  from  an  advertisement  that  the  Minis¬ 
ter  of  Finance  will,  on  the  18th  February  next,  receive  tenders  for 
the  supply  of  9,000,000  kilogrammes  (9,000  tons)  of  foreign  tobacco 
in  leaf,  exclusively  for  the  imperial  manufactories  at  Bordeaux, 
Havre,  and  Marseilles ;  three  millions  of  the  above  quantity  being 
Virginian,  four-and-a-half  Kentucky,  and  one-and-a-balf  Maryland 
tobacco. 

SWITZERLAND. — On  Monday  the  first  sitting  of  the  new 
National  Council  was  opened  at  Berne  in  a  speech  from  M.  Seidler, 
President  by  seniority.  The  Council  of  the  States  was  also  opened 
by  M.  Welti,  retiring  President.  Dr  Blumer,  from  Glarus.  was, 
elected  President  of  the  Council  of  the  States;  and  M.  Hermann, 
from  Oberwalden,  was  elected  Vice-President.  M.  Dapples,  from 
Lausanne,  was  elected  President,  and  M.  Lstour,  from  Chur,  Vice- 
President  of  the  National  Council.  The  National  party  has  thus 
obtained  the  victory.  MM.  Escher  and  JHerr  were  the  Opposition 
candidates. 

HUNGARY. — The  Presse  of  Vienna  contains  a  telegram  from 
Pesth  of  the  28th  ult.,  which  says  that  the  Court  Chancellor, 
Baron  von  Bay,  arrived  in  Pesth  on  that  day  with  the  instructions  for 
the  Obergespane  (chief  palatinates)  of  Hungary.  According  to  reports 
to  the  Pester  Lloyd  from  Debreozin,  at  the  disturbances  which  took 
place  during  the  torchlight  procession  on  the  arrival  of  Count  Carolyi 
**  eljens  ”  for  emigration  were  uttered  and  imperial  eagles  were  burned. 
The  military  soon  appeared  upon  the  scene,  and  many  of  the  people 
were  wounded,  besides  fifty  apprehended.  Similar  disturbances  are 
also  reported  at  Eperies.  The  Austrian  Gazette  states  that  on  the 
occasion  of  the  installation  of  the  Obergespan  Count  CaroWi  crowds 
of  people  paraded  the  town  uttering  cries  of  “Long  live  Kossutli !” 

“  Long  live  Garibaldi !”  and  that  the  Austrian  arms  were  torn  down 
from  the  Exchequer,  the  tobacco  depot,  and  many  other  public  build¬ 
ings.  The  military  were  obliged  to  interfere  to  restore  order,  and 
many  people  were  wounded  ana  several  apprehended.  On  the  30th 
ult.  Count  Carolyi,  Obergespan  of  the  Comitat  of  Pesth,  convoked  the 
principal  ^habitants  for  a  preliminary  discussion  of  the  question 
whether  a  political  organisation  of  the  Comitat  shall  take  place.  After 
a  warm  debate  it  was  resolved,  “  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  Comitats 
would  not  yield  a  hair’s  breadth  of  their  rights  and  laws,  and  the 
wishes  they  expressed  in  1848.”  It  was  also  resolved  that  all  further 
steps  should  be  determined  upon  by  the  general  congregation  of  the 
Comitat,  which  is  to  assemble  on  the  lOth  of  December.  The  Austrian 
question  assumes  daily  more  ^gantic  proportions.  Hungary  is  be- 
!  coming  a  “  power  ”  to  which  sister  nationaUties  are  grantating.  Rou- 


mans  and  Servians  demand  re-annexation  to  this  glorious  old  kingdom, 
which,  a  shead  of  a  Danubian  Confederation,  may  yet  dictate  terms 
to  Vienna.  The  danger  which  threatens  the  house  of  Hapeburgh  in 
this  quarter  will  clearly  neoessiute  the  diversion  of  large  bodiM  of 
troops  from  Venetiato  the  Moldo-Wallachian  frontier.  ’This  diversion 
will  be  as  good  as  an  additional  hundred  thousand  men  to  the  Italian 
army.  News  from  Ssegedin.  Nagykdros,  Ketakemet,  Arad,  and 
Csongrad  states  that  demonstrations  against  the  Government  officials 
had  taken  place.  In  consequence  of  disturbances  at  Waitsen,  a 
serious  conflict  had  taken  place  between  the  military  and  the  people, 
in  which  numbers  were  wounded  on  both  aides.  The  following  is 
from  the  Austrian  Gasette  t  “  All  the  letters  from  Hungary  now  be¬ 
fore  us  prove  that  events  are  taking  a  very  different  course  in  that 
counti^  from  that  intended  by  the  dipbma  of  the  20tb  of  October. 
The  effervesoenoe  is  spreading  on  all  sides.  The  imperial  emblems 
are  tom  down  and  insulted.  In  many  localities  deplorable  soenes 
have  occurred.  The  disturbances  at  Debrecsin  are  merely  symptoms 
of  the  increasing  fermentation.  They  are  not  isolated  facts.  The 
restoration  of  the  laws  of  1847  is  everywhere  agitated.  For  the  mo¬ 
ment  the  electoral  law  alone  is  put  forward,  but  that  question  con¬ 
ceals  many  others.  People  ask  whether  in  general  the  laws  of  the 
year  1848  have  lost  their  constitutional  value.  Such  is  the  pressure 
of  public  opinion  that  several  well  known  oonservativee,  MM. 
Somesch,  Pechy,  and  Karolyi,  deem  it  advisable  to  go  with  the 
stream.  When  the  Government  concessions  are  accept^  it  is  solely 
with  a  view  of  using  them  as  a  means  of  obtaining  something  else. 
The  commissions  of  the  comitats  are  being  transformed  into  assem¬ 
blies  of  a  kind  which  did  not  exist,  even  before  1848.  The  Pesth 
commission  sets  tho  example.  Instead  of  a  commission,  all  the 
nobles,  and  numerous  representatives  of  other  classes  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  will  mwt.  It  is  not  easy  to  understand  how  the  tribunals  and 
flsoal  administration  can  hold  their  ground  in  comitats  so  organised. 
May  the  men  who  have  just  been  placed  at  the  head  of  the  adminis¬ 
tration  in  Hungary  soon  succeed  in  mastering  this  movement,  other¬ 
wise  they  will  be  borne  down  by  it.”  The  Pesti-Napio  recurs  to  the 
disturbances  at  Debrecsin,  and  adds :  The  town  is  quiet  for  the  mo¬ 
ment,  but  the  population  is  greatly  excited  and  exasperated  by  con¬ 
tinual  collisions  with  the  troops.  The  communal  council  has  resigned. 
Similar  scenes,  hajmily  without  serious  consequences,  have  occurred 
at  Nagy-Kallo.”  The  Uimock  declares  Uiat  the  military  acted  with¬ 
out  being  called  out  by  the  communal  authorities,  and  adds :  “  The 
exasperation  has  become  so  great  that  if  the  chancellor  does  not  take 

Cper  precautions,  Debrecsin  will  be  the  soene  of  a  catastrophe.” 

tly,  the  Magyar-Sajto  relates  the  following  soene.  which  took 
place  at  Nagy-Karoly :  “  The  Bishop  of  Ssotbmar,  Mgr.  Michael 
Haas,  has  been  treated  with  a  grand  charivari  by  the  people.  The 
incensed  crowd  broke  bis  window,  and  saluted  him  with  titles  which 
a  prince  of  the  chiurch  never  ought  to  hear.” 

Refobm  Movement  in  Ubsse-Cassel. — The  Committee  of  the 
Second  Chamber,  appointed  to  diacuaa  the  question  of  the  constitution 
of  the  country,  has  unanimoiuly  made  the  following  proposals  to  the 
Chamber:  1.  That  the  Legislative  Assembly  does  not  consider 
itself  the  legitimate  representative  of  the  country,  and  cannot  there¬ 
fore  transact  any  public  biuiness.  2.  That  representations  should  be 
made  to  the  Elector  frankly  exposing  the  ideas  and  wishes  of  the 
countrv,  and  that  the  Elector  should  be  requested  to  re-establish,  at 
an  early  period,  the  constitutional  right  of  Electoral  Hesse  which, 
until  1850,  had  been  recognised  as  valid;  should  any  changes  be 
found  necessary  the  Elector  should  agree  upon  the  same,  conjointly 
with  the  representative  assembly  to  be  convoked  on  the  basis  of  the 
Electoral  law  of  1849. 

TURKEY. — By  telegram,  dated  the  28th  ult.,  1st  and  4th  inst, 
we  have  the  following  news  from  Constantinople.  The  Marquis  de 
Lavalette  insists  on  the  extension  of  the  French  occupation  of  Syria. 
The  Porte  refuses  to  accede  to  this  demand.  The  other  Ambassadors 
maintain  an  apparent  neutral  attitude.  Fuad  Pasha  will  remain  in 
Syria  during  the  winter.  The  Galata  bankers  express  a  desire  to 
have  a  share  in  the  new  French  loan  on  contractors’  terms.  News 
from  Syria  to  the  19th  ult.  has  been  received.  A  Christian  sheik 

bad  been  appointed  the  new  Kaimakan  of  the  Lebanon. - The 

French  Ambassador  continues  to  urge  the  extension  of  the  French 
occupation  in  Syria.  Petitions  to  that  effeot  are  being  got  up  by  the 
French  agents  among  the  Christian/  of  Damascus  and  Beyrout  The 
Greek  and  Armenian  Patriarchs  have  been  decorated  by  the  Sultan. 
Exchange  is  falling.  Several  Galata  houses  have  failed.  The  Asoff 
ports  are  closed  by  ice.  Vessels  laden  with  ammunition  have  been 
seized  on  the  Danube.  A  table  of  the  revenues  of  Turkey  signed 
by  a  finance  committee,  has  been  despatched  to  Paris  for  M.  Mir^ 

STRIA. — In  a  letter  from  Beyrout  of  the  23rd  ult.  we  read  that 
Fuad  Pasha  is  showing  more  and  more  ener^  in  the  cause  of  esta¬ 
blishing  order  in  Syria,  and  that  those  who  rormerly  hoped  to  escape 
the  penalty  of  their  crimes  are  now  in  the  greatest  and  trembling. 
Several  Druse  murderers  of  note  have  haea  arrested  at  HMbeiya 
and  Rasheiya,  and  are  daily  expected  at  Beyrout  I'he  sistsr  of 
Syad  Bey  Djonblat  has  been  arrested,  and  is  now  on  her  way  from 
Sidon  to  Beyrout  She  is  accused  of  ^ving  directed  in  person  much 
of  the  massacres  which  took  plase  at  Hasbeiya.  That  a  heavy  day 
of  reckoning  for  some  is  near  at  band  is  pretty  evident,  fbr  Fuad 
Pasha  has  given  orders  that  a  guiUotine  be  forthwith  erected  in  the 
public  square.  The  trials  of  the  Druse  sheiks  are  still  going  on,  and 
what  is  most  wonderful  of  all,  Fuad  Pasha  has  given  directions  that 
the  local  Arabic  newspaper  may  in  future  publish  an  account  of  e^h 
I  sitting  of  the  tribunal.  Also  that  the  same  print  may  in  future  give 
publicity  to  all  general  complaints,  a  thing  unheard  of  in  any  part  of 
Turkey.  The  Pays  contains  the  following  nows  from  Syrii^  dated 
the  24th  ult :  “  The  state  of  things  is  considerably  ameliorated, 
owing  to  the  good  understanding  between  the  French  and  the  Turkish 
authorities.” 

UNITED  STATES.— The  Persia  has  brought  accounts  to  the  21st 
ult  On  the  20th  the  President  elect  addressed  a  torchlight  proces¬ 
sion  from  the  window  of  bis  bouse  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  m  follows : 
“  Friends  and  Fellow-citizens, — Please  excuse  me  on  this  occasion 
from  makingm  speech.  I  thank  you,  in  common  with  all  those  who 
have  thought  fit,  by  their  votes,  to  endorse  the  Republican  cause.  I 
rejoice  with  you  in  the  success  which  has  so  far  attended  that  cause. 
Yet  in  all  our  rejoicings  let  us  neither  express  nor  cherish  any  bard 
feelings  towards  any  citizen  who,  bv  bis  vote,  has  differed  from  us. 
Let  us  at  all  times  remember  that  all  American  citizens  are  brothers 
of  a  common  country,  and  should  dwell  together  in  the  bonds  of  fra¬ 
ternal  feeling.  Let  me  again  beg  you  to  accept  my  thanks,  and  to 
excuse  me  from  further  speaking  at  this  time.”  The  advices  from 
the  South  are  of  a  lees  violent  character.  In  Greene  County,  Georgia, 
on  the  16th,  an  immense  mass  meeting  took  place,  in  the  proceedings 
of  which  the  most  influential  men  in  the  community  participated. 
The  sentiment  of  the  meeting  was  decidedly  opposed  to  disunioD,  and 
resolutions  of  a  Conservative  character  were  almost  unanimously 
adopted.  Another  largo  meeting  was  held  in  Hancock  County  on 
the  18tb,  which  unanimously  adopted  resolutions  declaring  that  the 
mere  election  of  Mr  Lincoln  is  no  cause  for  disunion.  A  majority  of 
counties  in  the  State  bad  held  meeting's  in  tho  disunion  interest,  many 
of  which,  however,  took  a  strongly  Conservative  cast,  while  ^mo 
were  in  favour  of  retaliatory  legislation  ;  but  all  favour^  the  filing 
of  a  State  Convention.  Union  mass  meetings  bad  been  held  in 
several  counties  in  Virginia.  The  Washington  correspondent  of  tho 
New  York  Herald  assumes  to  know  what  has  taken  place  in  tbo 
Cabinet.  He  says:  “The  discussions  of  the  question  that  is  now 
aptating  tbA  irbole  country,  and  the  position  which  the  Preaideot 
shall  take  regarding  it  in  his  forthoominji  message,  have  brought  the 
i  Cabinet  to  the  verge  of  a  break  up,  and  it  may  cad  in  that  below  the 
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fint  Monday  in  December,  when  Congieei  will  meet.  The  Preddent 
inaista  that  the  oonatitution  of  the  United  States  eetablishes  a  Oo« 
remment,  and  he,  as  the  sworn  head  and  executive  thereof,  must  and 
will  insist  upon  the  execution  of  the  federal  laws ;  that  the  idea  of 
peaceable  secession  by  any  State  is  a  fkllacy  which  he  does  pot  re¬ 
cognise  and  most  resist  to  me  full  extent  of  bis  Mwer.  In  this  view 
he  is  supported  by  Cass,  Black,  Touoey,  and  Holt  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Southern  members  of  the  Cabinet — Floyd,  Cobb,  ud 
Thompson — hold  that  the  constitution  is  merely  a  compact,  which 
may  be  broken  at  any  moment  by  a  single  SUte  which  may  wish  to 
retire  ftom  the  oonfeueracy  by  declaring  its  wish  to  do  so,  and  that  in 
so  doing  they  should  not  be  molested  by  the  Federal  Government. 
That  portion  of  the  message  treating  of  this  question  of  secession  is 
tiill  under  discussion,  and  will  continue  until  a  compromise  is  found 
or  the  Cabinet  breab  up  in  a  row.  You  can  rely  upon  these  facts 
and  that  the  Administration  is  in  a  crisis.”  If  the  Southern  ornms 
are  to  be  believed  large  purchases  of  arms  were  being  made  at  New 
York  by  the  Seoeasioniat  ^rtv.  Mr  Lindsay,  who  has  arrived  by

America.  Mr  Lindsay  expressed  himself  highly  pleased  with  the 
results  of  his  mission,  and,  after  relating  the  substance  of  his  conver¬ 
sations  with  the  President  and  his  Cabinet,  bade  the  Chamber  fare¬ 
well,  the  Committee,  in  turn,  complimenting  him  by  a  friendly  reso* 
ludoo.  Vid  Havannah  we  learn  from  Vera  Cruz  that  Miramon  had 
resigned,  and  had  been  succeeded  by  Robles.  The  Reactionists  had 
evacuated  Puebla.  Great  excitement  and  alarm  prevailed  at  the 
capital.  Advices  from  Tampico  to  the  10th  ult.  report  that  400,000 
dollars  of  the  seized  Mexican  eondueta  arrived  at  Tampico  on  the  1st, 
in  charge  of  the  British  Consul.  The  American  Consul  claimed 
that  the  mone^  saved  belonged  to  American  citizens,  while  the  other 
consignees  claimed  a  pro  ratd  portion.  The  steamer  Pawnee  was  at 
Tampico,  attending  to  the  matter.  The  people  tried  to  rob  it,  but 
failed. 

The  Prince  Albert  has  since  arrived  with  accounts  to  the  23rd  ult. 
600  Kansas  men,  under  Captain  Montgomery,  are  ravaging  the 
Missouri  borders,  with  the  avowed  intention  of  running  off  all  slaves. 
General  Harney  is  taking  measures  for  their  extermination.  The 
Philadelphia,  Washington,  Baltimore,  and  Norfolk  banks  have  sus¬ 
pended  specie  payments.  The  Charleston  banks  have  also  partially 
suspended  payment  The  New  York  banks  are  exchanging  5,000,000 
dollars  extra.  Money  matters  have  improved. 

A  despatch  from  Washington  says  there  is  no  division  in  the 
Cabinet  on  the  secession  question.  The  President,  in  an  interview 
with  some  ardent  secessionists,  took  strong  grounds  against  secession 
without  first  resorting  to  conciliatory  measures.  He  could  not  believe 
that  the  mighty  West  would  permit  the  mouths  of  the  Mississippi 
to  be  held  by  a  foreign  power,  which  both  Louisiana  and  Arkansas 
would  become  in  case  of  their  withdrawal  from  the  Union.  “  South 
Carolina,”  he  said,  wishes  to  enter  into  a  confiict  with  me — a  con¬ 
flict  with  n^self — and  upon  the  drawing  of  the  first  drop  of  blood  to 
drag  other  southern  States  into  the  secession  movement.”  The  Pre¬ 
sident  did  not  intimate  what  he  would  do  in  that  event.  He  ad¬ 
mitted  that  the  South  had  suffered  great  wrongs  at  the  bands  of  the 
North :  but  the  federal  compact  was  not  to  be  broken  up  precipitately 
and  without  reasoning  and  reflection.  He  would  first  appeal  to  tbe 
North  for  justice  to  tbe  South,  and  if  it  was  denied  them,  “  then,” 
said  the  President  emphatically,  “  I  am  with  them.”  All  the  reports 
received  by  the  President  from  the  South  are  of  the  gloomiest  descrip¬ 
tion.  He  says,  ”  I  see  no  gleam  of  sunshine  yet.” 

INDIA. — Intelligence  has  been  received  from  Bombay  to  tbe  10th 
of  November.  We  take  tbe  following  from  the  Overland  Bombay 
Times  and  Standard  of  the  above  date :  “  We  are  afraid  we  are 
about  to  enter  upon  a  period  of  great  perplexity  throughout  India. 
Information  has  been  received  from  Neemuch  that  a  famine  is  immi¬ 
nent  in  the  districts  round  it,  and  that  tbe  Durbars  of  Kotab,  Dhar, 
and  Bursee  have  rofuaed,  in  self-defence  as  we  presume,  to  allow  the 
transit  of  provisions  across  their  frontiers.  We  understand  that 
Neemuch  has  but  fifteen  days’  food  left,  and  is  in  danger  of  being 
starved.  Happily  the  tran^ort  train  can  carry  grain  in  ten  days 
from  Doolia  to  tbe  station,  and  we  presume  orders  have  already  been 
issued  for  its  relief.  The  Durbars  we  have  named  have  offered  to 
repay  the  advances  received  by  their  subjects  for  the  supply  of  provi¬ 
sions  under  contract,  but  have  resolutely  refused  to  allow  any  grain 
to  leave  their  territories.  The  policy  is  shortsighted  and  unworthy, 
but  it  would  be  bard  to  persuade  the  native  mind  that  it  was  not 
justified  by  the  seeming  necessity  of  their  circumstances.  There  is 
owery  appearance  of  the  approach  of  a  more  than  usually  cold  season 
in  Bombay.  It  is  now  only  the  9th  of  November,  and  the  tempera¬ 
ture  is  as  low  as  we  usually  find  it  in  the  middle  of  December.  The 
thermometer  at  da^reak,  in  a  sheltered  locality  of  the  island,  stood 
as  low  as  69  deg.  The  Baroda  Railway  works  have  been  summarily 
suspended,  and  all  the  establishment'  dismissed.  There  are  several 
rumours  ^oat  as  to  the  cause  of  this  suspension,  but  nothing  is 
known  with  certainty,  and  the  Government  guards  its  information 
with  tbe  most  jealous  care.”  A  telegram  from  Bombay  of  the  12th 
••y*  •  **  Disturbances  are  imminent  on  account  of  the  collection 
of  the  income  tax.  All  business  is  stopped.”

.fording  to  the  Dzennik  Poynanski,  a  Polish  paper,  irts  rumoured 
at  Warsaw  that  a  medical  student  who  took  part  in  the  political  de- 
monstratioM  which  were  made  while  the  sovereigns  were  in  that 
mty  expired  while  rorporal  punishment  was  being  inflicted  on  him.

The  chairman  several  times  vainly  endeavoured 
to  proceed).  Mr  T.  O’Sullivan :  Boys,  will  you  not  hear  the 
O'Donoghue?  (Cheers.)  The  Chairman — They  might  be  able  to 
imprison  and  banish  Irish  patriots,  to  suppress  their  meetings,  but 
there  was  one  thing  they  never  could  suppress  until  they  banished  the 
Irish  race,  and  that  was  the  spirit  of  patriotism,  and  the  longing  for 
self-government  which  was  the  inevitable  result  of  that  patriotism. 
They  now  sought  to  carry  their  object  under  circumstances  more 
favourable  than  their  predecessors,  for  the  statesmen  and  the  peers  of 
England  had  recently  declared  that  every  nation  had  a  right  to  govern 
its^.  Were  they  satisfied  to  be  governed  by  Englishmen  ?  (Cries  of 
“No.”)  They  now  came  together  for  the  purpose  of  declaring  in  the 
name  of  Ireland,  that  Irishmen  could  never  rest  satisfied  or  tranquil 
until  they  had  secured  for  themselves  the  blessing  of  a  native  Parlia¬ 
ment— a  Parliament  that  would  faithfully  represent  the  people,  that 
would  be  ^ded  by  their  wishes,  and  would  make  the  development 
of  Ireland^  prosperity  its  sole  o^ect.  (Loud  cheers.)  An  Irishman 
had  no  busmees  in  the  English  House  of  Commons.  A  Voioe. — 
Unless  he  can  speak.  (Laughter.)  The  Chairman. — He  could  not 
second  them  unless  he  agreed  to  fore^  the  principles  of  his  race,  and 
adopt  the  manners,  customs,  and  feelings  of  the  English.  A  Voice. — 
**  Deasy.”  (Loud  hisses.)  After  some  observations  as  to  the  manner 
of  despatching  Irish  business  in  the  House  of  Commons  the  Chairman 
concluded  amid  loud  cheers. 

Mr  O’Neill  Daunt  moved  the  first  resolution.  In  the  course  of  his 
observations  he  said  that  Irishmen  knew  themselves,  and  were 
determined  to  be  free.  He  repudiated  the  idea  that  there  was  any 
dialOTslty  in  the  wish  that  her  Gracious  Majesty,  our  Sovereign  Lady 
the  Queen  (loud  hisses),  should  govern  Ireland  through  the  instrumen¬ 
tality  of  Irishmen.  I^rd  Palmerston  (hisses)  emb^ied  the  English 
Volunteers,  but  he  would  not  allow  Ireland  to  be  armed.  A  Voice. — 
He  remembers  Dungannon.  (Cheers.)  Another  Voice. — 1782. 
(Renewed  cheers.)  Another  Voice. — He  remembers  *98.  (Loud 
cheers.)  Mr  Daimt  said  he  had  no  doubt  that  Irish  Volunteers  would, 
in  case  of  a  foreign  invasion,  drive  Her  Majesty’s  enemies  from  the 
Irish  shores.  A  Voice. — Ah  1  No  gammon.  (Cheers.)  Mr  Daunt. 
— Lord  Palmerston  knew  that  the  spirit  of  Dungannon  existed  in  the 
present  day,  and  he  could  not  imagine  that  the  spirit  of  nationality 
was  trampf^  out.  If  England  was  subject  to  France  and  ruled  by  a 
Government  sitting  in  Paris,  and  the  wealth  of  England  going  to 
enrich  a  foreign  country,  would  such  a  state  of  things  make  the 
English  people  content  ?  He  told  the  English  people  that  they,  the 
Iriu,  were  no  more  English  than  the  English  were  French.  (Cheers.) 
Ireland  had  been  oppressed  and  defrauded  of  her  national  rights, 
but  she  would  never  give  up  her  claim  for  that  to  which  she  was 
entitled — self-government.  May  their  hatred  of  the  Lerislative 
Union  be  as  lasting  as  their  love  of  liberty.  (Loud  cheers.)  He  con¬ 
cluded  by  proposing  the  resolution,  which  was  as  follows : — 

“  That  we  desire  tb  obtain  for  our  country  her  ancient  and  rightful 
native  Legislature  for  the  following  reasons : — 1st.  Because  we 
believe  that  the  Government  of  Ireland  by  an  absentee  Legislature, 
more  than  five-sixths  of  whose  members  are  strangers  to  her  people, 
and  necessarily  destitute  alike  of  the  local  knowl^ge  and  the  Irish 
sympathies  essential  to  just  legislation,  miut  produce,  as  it  has  pro¬ 
duct  deep  injury  to  the  national  interests  of  the  kingdom,  and  must 
perpetuate,  among  other  evils,  that  antagonism  between  creeds  and 
classes  which  is  inoompatihle  with  a  state  of  national  prosperity. 
2.  Because  we  believe  that  a  native  government  would  promote 
harmony  and  good  will  among  all  creeds  and  classes  of  Irishmen, 
encourage  Irish  industry,  and  in  a  short  time  fill  the  land  with 
genuine  prosperity.” 

The  chairman  introduced  the  Rev.  R.  Mullen,  parish  priest,  ad¬ 
ministrator  of  the  diocess  of  Meath,  who,  he  said,  brought  with  him 
a  petition  signed  by  4.000  of  the  clergy  and  people  of  Meath,  headed 
by  the  bishop.  The  Rev.  Mr  Mullen,  in  seconding  the  resolution, 
said  he  rrioiced  at  the  awakening  of  national  feeling  which  had  taken 
place.  He  asked  the  meeting  were  they  satisfied  that  Ireland  should 
continue  to  be  robbed  ?  (Cries  of  *’  No  !  ”)  He  would  not  ask 
them,  were  they  willing  to  be  overtaxed  because  England  was  afraid 
of  invasion?  (Great  cheering  and  waving  of  hats,  which  lasted 
■everal  minutes.)  They  wanted  to  be  united  to  England  by  the 

C'  'sn  link  of  the  crown,  but  to  be  governed  by  Irishmen.  (He^, 
.)  Their  agitation  was  not  against  the  Protestant  Church,  which 


contained  many  true-hearted  and  honest  patriots.  It  was  not  against 
Freemasons  or  Ribandism.  It  was  only  got  up  to  protect  the  people 
of  Ireland  against  Englishmen,  who  ruled  them  and  rohbed  them 
and  made  tools  of  them,  and  left  the  unfortunate  Irish  to  starve  and 
famish.  (Great  cheering.)  The  roads  of  the  country  were  flooded 
with  eminants,  and  they  should  combme  in  a  legal  combination  to 
prevent  the  present  drain  of  the  bone  and  sinew  of  the  coimtry.  The 
English  Legi^ture  had  thrown  down  the  gaimtlet.  He  used  the 
argument  against  themselves,  and  pronounced,  before  Europe  and  the 
Eternal  Gc^,  that  they  would  never  more  allow  themselves  to  be 
trodden  down  as  slaves.  (Tremendous  cheering.)  The  resolution 
was  put  and  passed. 

The  Chairman  said  the  meeting  would  next  be  addressed  by  John 
Martin,  one  of  the  patriots  of  1848.  Mr  Martin,  on  rising,  was 
received  with  cheering.  He  said  the  only  claim  he  had  to  political 
reputation  was  the  part  he  took  in  the  sad  affair  of  1848.  He  did 
not  intend  to  take  any  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  meeting,  but  be 
took  advantage  of  that  opportunity  to  declare  publicly  bis  unswerving 
loyalty  to  the  national  cause.  He  was  not  satisfied  with  the  ule  of 
England  over  Ireland.  He  desired  liberty  for  all  countries — he  de- 
sir^  that  for  the  Italians.  He  sympathized  with  every  people  who 
were  struggling  for  liberty.  He  rejoiced  in  the  national  greatness  of 
France  and  of  the  great  republic  of  the  West  that  had  sh^en  off  the 
yoke  of  England  ;  but  his  first  duty  as  an  Irishman  was  to  strive  for 
the  liberty  of  his  own  country,  which  had  suffered  more  from  misrule 
than  any  other  country  in  the  world.  The  Union  cost  Ireland 
20,000,000/.  a-year.  The  sacrifice  of  the  heart’s  blood  of  as  many 
Irishmen  as  would  fall  to  obtain  the  object  they  had  in  view  would 
be  well  bestowed.  (Tremendous  cheering.)  He  hoped  to  see  the 
day  when  the  end  of  Ireland’s  torture  would  come,  and  it  would 
come  as  sure  as  God  was  just. 

Mr  J.  F.  Maguire,  M.r.,  moved  the  following  resolution : — “That 
British  Ministers  and  other  influential  persons  in  England  having 
recognized  and  supported  the  principle  that  people,  who  are  discon¬ 
tented  with  their  Governments  may  rightfully  change  or  abolish  those 
Governments— by  violent  means  if  they  cannot  do  so  peaceably — and 
in  place  of  them  set  up  rulers  and  Governments  of  their  own  choice, 
we  are  now  assembled,  peaceably,  to  inform  our  rulers  that  they  and 
the  existing  form  of  governments  for  Ireland  are  not  of  our  choosing, 
and  do  not  possess  our  confidence ;  and  that  we  earnestly  desire  the 
restoration  of  that  native  Legislation  of  which  our  country  was 
fraudulently  deprived.”  He  said  he  had  no  love  for  agitation,  but, 
being  a  nationalist,  he  felt  bound  in  honour  as  a  public  man  to  take  a 
part  in  the  present  movement  He  believed  that  there  was  no  real 
safety,  progress,  or  prosperity  for  Ireland  but  in  the  administration 
of  her  ^airs  by  men  sprung  up  from  the  soil — living  in  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  of  Ireland,  and  understanding  the  wants,  interests,  and  neces¬ 
sities  of  their  country.  What  chance  had  they  of  the  grand  jury 
laws  ^ing  placed  on  a  better  footing  by  an  English  Parliament  ? 
[Mr  Maguire  was  here  interrupted  by  an  individual  in  the  gallery, 
who  was  ipstantly  treated  by  ^  neighbours  on  the  physical  force 
principle,  while  loud  cries  ascended  from  the  body  of  the  meeting  to 
“Smash  him,”  “Throw  him  over,”  and  “Fling  him  out  of  the 
window.”  The  tumult  continued  for  a  considerable  time.]  Mr 
Maguire  continued  to  address  the  meeting  at  considerable  lengtb,  and 
impressed  the  necessity  of  following  the  advice  of  O’Connell,  and  to 
endeavour  to  carry  their  object  only  by  the  force  of  public  opinion, 
and  not  to  adopt  any  of  the  wild  and  impracticable  schemes  which 
too  ardent  men  woiUd  endeavour  to  suggert. 

Mr  Lawlor,  of  the  Queen’s  county,  seconded  the  resolution. 

Mr  Underwood,  Presbyterian,  moved  that  a  form  of  petition  to  the 
Houses  of  Parliament,  in  which  the  reference  was  made  to  “  the 
opinions  lately  put  forth  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs,”  were  adopted  by  the  meeting,  and  said :  They  never  ooiild 
achieve  their  object  except  in  one  of  three  ways.  The  first  was  by 
force  (tremendous  cheering  and  waving  of  hats  on  the  platform,  and 
by  the  entire  meeting) ;  the  second,  by  reason ;  the  third,  hy  chance. 
They  had  not  come  to  the  conclusion  to  use  the  first.  They  would 
use  the  second,  and  they  would  not  have  the  third.  If  the  sword 
of  France  was  used  against  England  (great  cheering,  which  lasted 
several  minutes) — if  a  French  fleet  was  thrown  into  the  Irish 
Channel  (renew^  cheering)  would  it  be  possible  that  the  English 
Channel  fleet  would  cease  to  watch  the  shores  of  France.  If  such  a 
casualty  unfortunately  took  place  it  would  be  a  disastrous  thing,  fatal 
to  England.  (Loud  and  continued  cheering.)  Upon  that  he  raised  i 
his  lever,  for  the  only  way  to  deal  with  an  Englishman  was  to  put  j 
yourself  on  an  equality  witn  him,  or  to  make  him  afraid.  A  Voice. —  j 
“  Go  on — that’s  hammering  them  well.”  Mr  Underwood. — They  de-  j 
sired  to  gain  their  object  by  peace,  law,  and  order,  of  course  (a  laugh), 
but  they  would  obtain  it.  Their  poli^  should  he  victory  or  death. 
(Loud  cheering  and  waving  of  hats.)  They  should  sign  the  petition 
with  the  conscientious  conviction  that  they  had  manhood  behind  the 
names.  (Renewed  cheering.) 

The  Rev.  Mr  Lavelle  seconded  the  resolution.  He  said  that  next 
to  their  soul’s  salvation  they  should  wish  to  see  Ireland  free,  and  they 
should  strive  for  her  freedom  by  word  and  by  work.  (Great  cheer¬ 
ing.)  They  should  endeavour  to  accon^lish  their  end  by  all  means. 
It  was  not  every  one  that  said  “  Lord,  Lord,”  that  got  into  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Heaven,  and  so  it  was  not  by  hurrahing  they  would  attain 
their  object.  He  agreed  with  the  last  speaker  as  to  the  only  three 
means  to  do  so— first,  force  (loud  cheering  for  several  minutes),  then  i 
reason,  then  chance.  He  did  not  say  a  word  about  the  firet.  ^ 
(Cheers.)  He  believed  that  mere  reason  would  not  exact  justice  | 
the  English  Parliament  | 

“  Justice  they  deny  to  the  supplicant’s  cry  : 

“We  will  wring  it,  as  before,  from  their  fears.” 

(Vehement  cheering.)  The  resolution  was  put  and  carried,  after 
which  the  meeting  broke  up,  but  not  before  a  person  on  the  platform, 
who  had  endeavoured  to  ebtain  a  hearing,  had  received  some  rough 
handling.  _ 

RELIGIOUS  PERSECUTION  IN  SPAIN.  { 

On  Wednesday  a  deputation,  respecting  the  persecution  of  Protes¬ 
tants  in  Spain,  waited  upon  Lvd  John  Russell  at  the  Foreign-office. 
Five  societies  were  represented— the  Evangelical  Alliance,  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Alliance,  the  Scottish  Reformation  Society,  the  Evangelical 
Continental  Society,  and  the  Islington  Protestant  Institute.  Lord 
Stratford  de  Redcliffe,  who  introduced  the  deputation,  said  there  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  a  movement  in  Spain  which,  he  believed,  promised  well 
for  the  introduction  of  more  liberal  principles  with  respect  to  freedom 
of  religious  opinion  than  had  hitherto  been  shown.  Sir  C.  Eardley 
observ^  that  the  Evangelical  Alliance,  which  he  represented,  did  not 
expect  Lord  John  to  act  in  the  matter  officially.  The  deputation  did 
not  come  there  in  opposition  to  the  Spanish  Government,  but  in  fur¬ 
therance  of  an  object  which  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  Spain  her¬ 
self.  The  persons  on  whose  behalf  the  deputation  sought  his  lord¬ 
ship’s  aid  were  quite  clear  of  political  affairs,  and  were  only  suffer¬ 
ing  because  they  read  their  Bibles,  and  had  thought  it  necessary  to 
separate  from  the  Church,  of  ^me.  The  Hon.  A  Kinnaird  then 
presented  a  memorial  from  the  Protestant  Alliance,  setting  forth  the 
persecutions  to  which  persons  in  various  parts  of  Spain  who  have 
reaoimced  Romanism,  and  have  embraced  the  Protestant  faith,  are  at 
present  exposed.  Colonel  Walker  presented  a  similar  memorial  from 
the  Evangelical  Alliance.  Dr  Begg,  of  ^inburgb,  presented  a  me¬ 
morial  from  the  Scottish  Reformation  Society,  containing  a  similar 
narrative  of  facts.  Major  Gibeme  presented  a  memorial  to  the  aame 
effect  from  the  Islington  Protestant  Association.  Dr  Tregellis,  of 
F.ymouth,  said  he  had  spent  a  great  portion  of  the  last  summer  in 
Spain,  and  after  referring  to  the  persecutions,  said  that  the  law_  of  i 
Spain  waa  thi«,  that  the  puniah^nt  for  apoatacy,  or|woiihipping 


contra^  to  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  should  be  e^(ht 
yean’  imprisonment  with  hard  labour.  Lord  J.  Russell  in  reply  sud : 
1  suppose  it  will  be  quite  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  engine  on  the 
general  subject  of  religious  liberty,  or  to  state  my  opinion  tnat  reli¬ 
gious  persecution  is  equally  hateful,  whatever  may  be  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  or  the  religion  of  the  Government,  that  enforces  it ;  whether  it 
bo  a  Protestant  or  a  Roman  Catholio  Government,  perseoutioa  is 
equally  hateful.  This  certainly  is  a  general  principle  upon  which  I 
can  have  no  doubt.  When  one  oomss  to  apply  these  principles,  I 
must  beg  yon  to  give  me  that  indulgence  whlw  Sir  C.  Eardley  was 
good  enough  to  allow,  because  these  are  matters  whioh  require  • 
peat  deal  of  discretion  in  the  mode  of  handling.  If  a  Government 
has  not  the  entire  support  of  its  people  in  exscutinc  the  laws,  which 
are  very  often  laws  of  a  very  ancient  date,  there  u  a  great  ehanos 
that  the  representations  of  a  foreign  Government  may  be  advanta* 
geous.  There  may  be  other  oases  in  which  the  people  themselves,  and 
the  press,  are  so  bigoted  and  so  fanatical  that  they  view  with  satis¬ 
faction  the  punishment  of  those  who  assert  their  osm  religious  liberty 
and  right  of  conscience,  and  would  be  induced  rather  to  aggravate 
such  punishment  than  to  diminish  it  in  consequence  of  su^ repre¬ 
sentations.  This  is  what  I  say  generallv,  merely  for  the  pnrpoee  of 
reserring  to  myself  to  act  in  that  wav  which  may  seem  m^oisoreet 
on  this^  subject.  I  may  quote  an  iUustrious  example  as  a  guide  to 
some  discretion,  for  whoever  will  examine  and  go  through  the  history 
of  the  interference  which  was  prompted  by  Cromwell,  and  executed 
by  Milton  under  his  orders — and  two  better  names  one  could  hardly 
meet — would  find  that  in  the  cases  of  the  persecution  of  the  Waf- 
deoses  they  did  not  proceed  with  any  sort  of  violence  or  might,  but 
by  influence,  and  by  means  of  that  influence  obtained,  not  a  repara¬ 
tion,  but  a  cessation  of  the  persecution.  Upon  this  subject  I  cer¬ 
tainly  have  no  reason  to  thinx  that  the  Spanish  people  have  chanced 
the  opinions  which  they  have  long  held  on  the  necessity  of  keepuDg 
their  faith  one,  and  undisturbed  by  any  sort  of  difference  of  opinion. 
If  I  should  find  that  good  could  be  done  by  such  means  as  you  have 
mentioned,  or  in  any  other  way  which  may  tend  to  promote  religions 
liberty,  you  may  depend  upon  it  my  feeling  will  be  to  act  in  Die  way 
indicated.  I  am  very  glad  to  see  that  so  much  feeling  bss  been  ex¬ 
hibited  in  this  country  on  the  subject.  In  the  end  Die  knowleclge  of 
this  feeling,  and  of  the  opinions  which  are  entertained  in  such  a  great, 
and  such  an  enlightened  country  as  England,  may  possibly  have  mors 
weight  than  any  direct  interference  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of 
England  towards  the  Government  of  Spain.  Far  from  discouraging 
discussion  on  this  matter  among  the  public,  I  should  be  desirous  to 
pronote  it,  because  I  think  changes  are  sDU  required  in  many  parte 
of  the  world  in  reference  to  the  great  subject  of  religions  uherty. 
It  seems  to  me  as  clear  as  daylight  that  these  views  must  be  diflhsed 
more  by  associations  and  by  the  active  exertions  of  individuals  thaa 
by  any  international  relations  whioh  the  Government  can  suggest. 


MR  BRIGHT  ON  LAND  SOCIETIES. 

The  Birmingham  Freehold  Land  Society  held  a  sotr^  on  Tuesday, 
and  Mr  Bright  attended.  A  resolution  against  the  laws  of  primo¬ 
geniture  and  entail,  and  against  the  impediments  to  the  s^  rad 
transfer  of  land,  waa  moved  by  Mr  White,  M.P.,  and  spoken  to  by 
Mr  Bright.  He  praised  the  worlting  classes  for  the  self-denial  shown 
in  supporting  Land  Societies ;  and  he  asserted  that  their  freedom  to 
get  votes  and  purchase  land  had  injured  no  one.  But  still  ^  land 
was  not  free. 

He  would  tell  them  what  those  gentlemen  who  wrote  leading  arti¬ 
cles  upon  the  subject  would  say— they  would  say  that  there  was  no 
such  law  as  that  of  primogeniture,  and  it  was  only  where  a  man  died 
without  making  a  will  that  it  came  into  operation ;  but  the  fact  was 
the  law  did  exist,  and  it  gave  to  one  son  possession  of  the  property, 
leaving  the  other  children  penniless.  It  sanctioned  to  a  great  extent 
amonnt  the  people  a  practice  which  was  infamous  in  itself.  Ha 
wouldf  give  a  case  in  point.  Before  American  independeneik  and 
when  they  were  subject  to  the  law  of  England,  in  the  state  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  the  law  was  the  same  as  here,  and  primogeniture  was  in  frill 
force.  Mr  Jefferson,  one  of  the  greatest  statesmen  the  United  Staten 
had  produced,  and  who  was  their  President,  considered  that  it  was 
one  of  the  most  beneficial  acts  of  bis  life  that  he  had  abolished  that 
law  in  the  State.  When  the  Law  was  gone  the  practice  fell  into  dis¬ 
use  amongst  the  people ;  and  no  man  who  had  the  slightest  regard 
for  his  own  character  after  death  thought  of  disposing  of  his  property 
in  so  unequal  and  unjust  a  manner.  If  in  this  country  the  law  os 
primogeniture  was  abolished,  he  felt  satisfied  that  the  abolition  would 
be  attended  with  the  most  beneficial  results.  Then  came  the  law  of 
entail.  It  did  not  come  down  to  them  from  the  days  of  intelligenos, 
but  frrom  the  time  of  the  brutal  ignorance  under  the  Norman  con¬ 
querors  ;  and  it  was  only  now  that  they  were  emerging  from  the 
serfdom  of  that  period ;  and  he  hoped  the  time  would  come  when 
there  would  not  remain  upon  the  statute-book  a  despotic  law  or  a 
remnant  of  the  tyranny  of  those  days.  With  respect  to  the  law  of 
entail  its  main  defect  was  that  it  enabled  the  rich  man  to  perpetuate 
what  he  called  “  a  family,”  and  thereby  perpetuate  a  grose  i^ustioe 
to  some  of  his  familv :  it  enabled  him  to  give  hii  estate  to  his  srrand- 


son,  or  toe  son  of  bis  grandson  ;  and  sltbough  in  ius  grave,  tbe  re¬ 
mains  of  a  worthless  mortal,  reduced  to  the  elements  from  whioh  he 
came,  his  voice,  nevertheless,  was  heard  state  years  afterwards  in  ^ 
dispo^  of  his  property.  Another  point  rerened  to  in  the  resolution 
was  tbe  difficulty  attending  titiea  If  there  was  any  lawyer  present 
who  would  uudertake  to  explain  to  them  how  tiDes  were  oreat^  rad 
maintained,  and  transferred,  he  questioned  whether  there  would  bs 
twenty  people  in  the  ball  who  would  comprehend  him.  If  a  man 
wanted  to  sell  a  landed  estate,  the  first  thing  a  purchaser  would  have 
to  do  would  be  to  go  back  for  sixty  years  to  ascertain  whether  there 
was  any  flaw  in  the  titie ;  and  when  they  reflected  upon  the  various 
changes  whioh  took  place  in  sixty  years  in  the  ownership  of  property, 
through  mortgagee  and  other  tracers,  they  could  easily  ima^e  how 
difficiUt  it  would  be  for  a  lawyer  to  wandn  through  the  writings  of 
that  period  without  finding  something  upon  which  to  stay  his  pro¬ 
ceedings,  so  that  the  buying  of  an  estate  mi^t  become  the  torment 
of  a  man’s  life. 

Mr  Bright  then  proceeded  to  point  out  the  serious  effsots  which 
these  laws  had  upon  the  social  and  moral  condition  of  the  agricul¬ 
tural  population,  their  tendency  being,  be  asserted,  to  oreate  a  great 
landed  proprietary,  to  destroy  tbe  independent  yeomanry  of  tbs 
kingdom,  and  reduce  the  labourers  to  a  state  of  serfdom,  degradatira, 
and  poverty. 

It  was,  he  observed,  a  remarkable  fiaot  that  England  was  ths 
only  civilised  country  in  whioh  the  proprietors  of  the  soD  wore 
becoming  leas  numerous,  while  in  France,  tbe  United  States^  or  in 
other  countries,  the  number  of  landed  proprietors  was  increasing.  But 
in  the  United  Elingdom,  where  the  people  were  poesessed  of  indomi¬ 
table  perseverance,  great  industry,  and  a  desire  to  possess  land,  yet 
from  the  cause  he  had  stated  the  number  of  the  owners  of  the  land 
bad  for  tbe  last  sixty  years  been  steadily  decreasing.  That  was  oer- 
tainly  a  most  unnatu^  state  of  things.  Power  was  concentrated  in  tit* 


under  tbe  great  proprietors,  and  their  interests  were  insecure. 
therefore,  the  Presbyterian  farmers  of  Ireland,  and  the  Dissenters  of 
England,  and  the  farmers  of  tbe  Free  Church  of  Scotland  returned 
members,  there  were  few  among  them  who  spoke  their  priitieal 
sentiments  in  the  House  of  Commons.

AUSTRIA.

Looic  FOR  Neorobs. — The  African  Aid  Society  has  sent  a  curious 
letter  to  the  King  of  Dahomey,  requesting  him  not  to  encourage  the 
slave-trade.  The  following  are  the  principal  passages: — Majesty 
Badabung, — The  great  English  nation  is  very  sad.  It  does  not  like 
your  ways.  They  are  not  good.  They  are  very  bad.  Tou  might 
he  a  great  king ;  but  what  you  do  will  not  make  you  a  mat  king. 
You  do  very  much  harm  for  a  very  little  money.  To  he  a  great 
I  king  you  should  do  much  good,  and  make  it  give  you  a  mat  deal  of 
money.  Tou  make  war,  that  you  may  take  slaves  and  sell  them. 
And  a  great  many  of  your  own  people  are  killed.  Thie  is  very  bad. 
We  are  told  you  aold  10,000  last  year;  and  what  did  you  get  I 
60,000  dollars.  How  many  bad  things  have  been  thus  done  for  so 
little  money.  Tou  are  the  king  of  a  great  many  people.  Tou  may 
make  much  money,  and  your  people  too.  Do  not  take  them  to  war, 
where  a  great  many  die.  But  eay  to  them,  ”  Get  cotton,  bring  me 
cotton.”  Say  to  them,  160,000  of  you  cidl  me  your  king.  1  am 
your  king.  I  must  have  one  dollaris  worth  of  cotton  everp  year 
from  every  one  of  my  people.  My  chiefs,  you  will  look  to  it ;  the 
chief  who  has  1,000  people  will  make  them  bring  to  Whydah  1,000 
dollars’  worth  of  cotton.  All  the  rest  you  can  bring  and  sell  for 
yourselves.  And  so  you  may  all  get  rich — you  may  all  get  many 
dollars.”  Majesty  Badahung, — Do  you  not  know  what  the  traders  bu^ 
slaves  of  you  for  ?  To  grow  cotton  and  sugar.  Tou  can  grow  it 
much  better  than  in  those  countries  where  they  take  the  slaves  to.  It 
is  much  better  in  Dabomeyland.  We  will  buy  all  the  cotton  of  you 
at  Whydah.  You  shall  not  be  cheated.  It  is  not  a  wise  king  to  have 
many  of  his  people  killed  eveir  year  when  they  would  make  so  much 
money  for  him.  Majesty  Badahung, — For  every  1001b  of  good  clean 
cotton  we  will  give  you,  at  Whydah,  8  dollars.  In  this  way  you  will 
be  a  great  king.  You  will  he  more  rich  than  any  other  king  in 
Africa.  You  will  get  now  near  200,000  dollars  a-year ;  we  would 
show  you  how  this  may  soon  be  400,000  dollars ;  and  in  a  short  time 
1,000,000  dollars  a>year.  Majesty  Badahung,  —  Then  the  great 
English  people  will  love  you.  And  to  show  you  bow  glad  they  are 
to  see  you  a  wise,  and  a  good,  and  a  great  king,  we  will  send  you 
from  the  great  English  people  each  year  that  you  do  this,  and  do  not 
sell  any  slaves,  nor  let  any  slaves  be  sold  or  sent  off  from  all  your 
coast — we  will  send  you  each  year  a  present  of  love  to  you  of 
dollars  in  silver  mon^,  or  in  all  sorts  of  beautiful  and  useful  goods, 
which  you  like  best  Yes,  we  will  do  this,  and  buy,  too,  all  your  cotton 
at  a  fair  price,  if  you  will  be  such  a  good  and  such  a  great  king. 
We  have  said  it.  Let  us  know  what  you  will  do.

Metrnpnillan  Cattle  Rlaultet,  MoitDAT.— The  arrival  of  cattle  and 
sheep  into  the  port  of  London  firom  the  Continent  during  the  past  week 
has  been  large.  The  Custom-house  official  return  gives  an  entry  of 
1,286  oxen,  886  calves,  8,499  sheep,  818  pigs,  and  3  horses,  making  together 
a  toUl  of  10,491  head  against  3,943  head  at  the  same  period  of  last  year, 
5,580  head  in  1858,  and  8,709  head  in  1857. 

The  supply  of  beasts  and  sheep  was  not  large  at  this  market  to  day, 
as  of  late,  but  trade  was  rather  improved,  especially  for  good  description 
of  meat.  The  beef  trade  however,  had  a  tendency  to  be  slow,  but  the 
supply  being  shorter,  most  kinds  moved  off  at  about  previous  quotations, 
the  top  price  of  Scots  being  6s.,  while  inferior  kinds  sold  at  from  3s.  3d. 
lier  3lb.  The  mutton  trade  was  quite  as  good  as  on  this  day  week  for 
the  best  descriptions,  and  last  F'riday’s  advance  of  4d.  per  stone  for  South 
Downs  was  fully  realized,  the  highest  quotation  beinq  58.  8d.  Inferior 
qualities,  however,  were  a  dull  sale,  and  went  at  from  38.  8d.  per  8lb.  The 
veal  trade  is  rather  better,  but  Friday’s  rat^  were  not  maintained  by  2d. 
per  stone.  Pork  was  a  quiet  trade,  and  prices  unaltered. 

Tucrbdat. — There  was  a  larger  supply  of  most  descriptions  of  meat  at 
this  market  to-day,  especially  veal,  than  on  this  day  week.  Trade  was 
generally  dull,  owing  to  the  unfavourable  state  of  the  weather.  There 
was,  however,  not  much  change  to  notice  from  Mondi^  liut,  with  the 
exception  of  the  veal  trade,  which  was  rcry  heavy,  and  prime  qualities 
barely  fetched  48.  8d.  per  stone  of  8lb.  Choice  qualities  of  b^f  and 
mutton  continue  scarce,  and  fully  previous  rates  are  consequently  realized 
for  Scots  and  South  Downs  of  this  kind.
